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Homage to Harvey

This Saturday, November 
27, marks the 15th anniver¬ 
sary of the assassination of 
San Francisco’s first elected 
gay supervisor, Harvey Milk, 
and pro-gay mayor, George 
Moscone. A large segment of 
our community either didn’t 
live here then or are too 
young to remember the 
events of that November day 
a decade and a half ago, but 
the murders of Milk and 
Moscone deeply shook all of 
us who lived in San Francisco 
at that time. 


Harvey Milk had been a 
supervisor for less than a year 
when he was gunned down in 
his City Hall office. His death 
came only days after he led 
the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty to a statewide victory 
against the Briggs initiative, a 
right-wingattempt to prohibit 
gay men and lesbians from 
teaching in California’s public 
schools. 

The bullets that killed Har¬ 
vey and George also caused a 
political explosion in San 
Francisco that is felt to this 
day. Dianne Feinstein, then

Bomb Scare On Castro

San Francisco police secured, and then safely detonated, a 
suspicious-looking device that had been placed in front of the 
Bank of America building at 501 Castro Street on Sunday, 
November 21. 

Police were notified at 10:30 a.m. about the object and the 
Bomb Squad was called to the scene. 

The device was identified in a police report as a “small mi¬ 
crotech transformer with a flashing red light on top” that was 
surrounded by a plastic casing. 

The object had been placed against the sidewall of the Bank 
Of America building at 510 Castro. 

Traffic was re-routed and the streets were closed during the 
incident. The Bomb Squad detonated the device within an 
hour. 

Although initially described as some kind of explosive de¬ 
vice, police were unable to identify the contents of the box af¬ 
ter they exploded it, according to a spokesperson. ▼

Gay Officials Talk Strategy in Chicago

As gay and lesbian elected 
and appointed officials know 
all too well, politics is a game 
of compromise. The key is to 
strive for the best possible 
compromise — one that moves 
you closest to your goals with 
the least amount of sacrifice, 
Human Rights Campaign 
Fund Executive Director Tim 
McFeeley told a group at the 
annual National Network of 
Lesbian and Gay Officials 
conference, held November 
18-21 in Chicago. 

The problem for the gay 
and lesbian community of 
late, he said, is agreeing on 
what goals are valued the 
most. 

“We’re very confused as a 


community about what’s im¬ 
portant,” McFeeley told the 
group of nearly 100 elected 
and appointed officials from 
around the country. “By 
putting 57 or 82 or however 
many demands on the March 
on Washington ... when you 
value everything, you value 
nothing.” 

The one thing that every¬ 
one can agree on, however, is 
the goal of equality for gays 
and lesbians, he said. To 
achieve that, gays and les¬ 
bians need to talk about who 
they are, what they want, and 
why the closet is so bad. 

“I think the people in this 
room really need to lead in 
that respect,” McFeeley said, 
“because, after all, you repre¬ 
sent so clearly by who you

are and what you do why 
that’s important. ... You em¬ 
body the hope that the com¬ 
munity has to have to move 
forward.” 

In terms of achieving the 
community’s goals, both 
McFeeley and National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force Ex¬ 
ecutive Director Peri Jude 
Radecic spoke to the need for 
better communication be¬ 
tween the existing national 
groups. 

“We don’t coordinate 
enough,” Radecic said. 
“That’s going to change. I’m 
committed, and so is Tim. ... 
There’s less tension now be¬ 
tween the two organizations.” 

Curiously, NGLTF’s own 
sixth annual “Creating 
Changes” conference, held the 


previous week in Durham, 
North Carolina, was heavily 
criticized for succumbing to 
exactly the temptation 
McFeeley mentioned: valuing 
everything and accomplishing 
nothing. At that conference, 
many complained, NAFTA 
and socialism were discussed 
extensively, taking valuable 
time away from more solidly 
“gay and lesbian” issues. 

No such distractions were 
in evidence at the Chicago 
NNGLO conference: its recur¬ 
ring theme was the need for a 
solid political infrastructure at 
the local and state levels. 
Such an infrastructure would 
better equip the gay and les¬ 
bian community at the grass¬ 
roots level, to counter the at-

Simeon White 
Announces Supe Bid

Longtime African-Ameri¬ 
can gay community organizer 
Simeon White announced on 
Saturday, November 20, that 
he will seek a seat on the San 
Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 
sors. 

White made the announce¬ 
ment at a fundraiser for Van¬ 
guard Foundation, a progres¬ 
sive charity that has raised 
and donated an estimated $16 
million in funds to progres¬ 
sive organizations in the Bay 
Area and elsewhere. 

In his remarks announcing 
his campaign for election to 


the Board, White pledged that 
his tenure as Supervisor “will 
address the issues of sill San 
Franciscans, including and es¬ 
pecially the most disenfran¬ 
chised.” 

White becomes the first 
openly gay African-American 
to seek election as supervisor. 

A San Francisco resident 
since 1974, White is the one¬ 
time former president of Ser¬ 
vice Employees International 
Union Local 535, a member 
of the American Friends Ser¬ 
vice Committee, the Harvey 
Milk Lesbian, Gay, and Bisex¬ 
ual Democratic Club, and the 
Black Leadership Forum. 


White has also been a 
member of the allocations 
committee of Vanguard Foun¬ 
dation, which has funded lo¬ 
cal lesbian and gay groups in¬ 
cluding the Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation. 

At the fundraising ban¬ 
quet, attended by actress 
Whoopi Goldberg, singer Har¬ 
ry Belafonte Jr., author Alice 
Walker, activist Delores 
Huerta, filmmaker Pratibha 
Parmar, and others, White 
was honored with a commu¬ 
nity service award for more 
than 30 years of civil rights 
and gay activism. ▼ 


Stabbing Incident 
At Castro and 18 th

A well-known homeless 
person who frequents Castro 
Street was stabbed on Satur¬ 
day, November 20, at 5 p.m., 
following an altercation near 
Walgreens on the corner of 
Castro and 18th Street. 

Mattthew Anderson, a 22- 
year-old known as Mackey, 
was stabbed in the abdomen 
during an altercation with a 
suspect identified by police as 
David Williams. 

According to a narrative 
made to police by witnesses 
to the incident, Anderson was 


“hanging out” by the intersec¬ 
tion of 18th and Castro when 
the suspect approached him 
and asked him if he wanted 
to buy drugs. 

According to the police re¬ 
port, the suspect went to get 
change at the newspaper 
kiosk at the corner and later 
re-approached Anderson, who 
reportedly asked the suspect 
why he was bothering him, 
and asked to be left alone. 

Williams, witnesses say, 
began hitting Anderson, and 
then stabbed him. 

Police were called to the 
scene and quickly apprehend¬ 


ed Williams, who was pointed 
out by witnesses. Another 
witness later directed police 
to the knife that Williams al¬ 
legedly used in the assault. 

The suspect was booked at 
the Hall of Justice on felony 
assault with a deadly weapon 
charge, and Anderson was 
taken to Mission Emergency 
Hospital for treatment. At 
press time there was no word 
about his condition. 

Anderson is well known 
on Castro Street, according to 
several people who spoke 
with the Bay Area Reporter 
about the incident. ▼

San Francisco PWA Timo¬ 
thy Holless has been located. 

Hollis seemingly disap¬ 
peared last week, after an 
American Airlines flight crew 
had him arrested for having 
visible KS lesions and refus¬ 
ing to leave an airplane. Now 
it is known he is hospitalized 
in Chicago, but details about 
his condition are still sketchy. 

American spokesperson 
Mary Frances Fagen told the 
Bay Area Reporter she had 
no idea where Holless had 
been taken or whether he 
made it back to San Francis¬ 


co; nor was it the company’s 
duty to acertain whether he 
survived the ordeal. Elected 
officials across America have 
disagreed, and have contacted 
American on Holless’s behalf. 

On Monday, November 22, 
the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors passed a resolu¬ 
tion condemning the incident. 
That same day, Massachusetts 
representative Barney Frank 
sent American’s president 
Robert L. Crandall a letter, 
accusing the company of 
“phenomenal insensitivity” 
and “once again behav[ing] ir¬ 
responsibly in its treatment of 
passengers who either have 


or are perceived to have 
AIDS or HIV disease.” 

The letter, signed by 
Frank and 21 other members 
of congress, demanded “that 
American implement clear 
and appropriate guidelines 
with respect to how the air¬ 
line will accommodate the 
needs of future travelers who 
have or are perceived to have 
HIV or AIDS [and release] a 
clear statement of non-dis¬ 
crimination and full compli¬ 
ance with all Federal anti-dis¬ 
crimination laws. 

“And we expect you to 
abide by that anti-discrimina¬ 
tion in the future,” it ends.V

SAT Scoring Firm Charged with 
Discriminating Against Gay PWA

A gay man with AIDS has 
filed suit in Alameda County 
against Educational Testing 
Service, which administers 
and scores national scholastic 
achievement tests, charging 
AIDS-related discrimination. 

Frank Perrault, an African- 
American computer operator, 
alleges that the company de¬ 
cided to fire him because he 
has AIDS, even though the 
firm has a policy that is sup¬ 
posed to offer reasonable 
work accommodations to peo¬ 
ple with HIV disease. 

Puerrault told a supervisor 
that he suffered from HIV in¬ 
fection in 1991, after which 
the firm terminated him 
when it reduced its local 
work force at the ETS Bay 
Area Computer Center. 

According to attorney 
Steve Woplan, Perrault was 
the only computer operator at 
that site who was terminated. 

“ETC terminated him de¬ 
spite his maximum seniority, 


consistently above average 
ratings for work quality, 
quantity, planning, organiza¬ 
tion, and job knowledge,” 
Woltan said. 

Although Perrault received 
lower performance ratings for 
attendance and tardiness, 
Woltan says the factors were 
related to obtaining treatment 
and services for his illness. 

Delaying tactic 

ETS attempted to delay 
the litigation by removing the 
case from Alameda County 
Superior Court to US District 
Court in San Francisco in 
June, but the District Court 
remanded the case back to 
Superior Court for trial. 

The District Court also or¬ 
dered that ETS pay for Per- 
rault’s attorney fees and costs 
related to the attempt to have 
the case transferred ten days 
before the trial was set to be¬ 
gin. 

Perrault’s HIV infection 
was diagnosed as full-blown 
AIDS in September 1991, and 


Woltan told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the move by ETS 
was part of a cynical strategy 
to delay the trial. 

“The longer that ETS de¬ 
layed the case, the greater the 
likelihood that Mr. Perrault 
may die or appear in a weak¬ 
ened state,” Woltan said. 

Woltan said the case is a 
“landmark California case” re¬ 
garding whether an employer 
may erect barriers to elimi¬ 
nate people with HIV or oth¬ 
er illnesses from the job mar¬ 
ket. 

California law prohibits 
employers from discriminat¬ 
ing against people with AIDS 
and the Federal Americans 
With Disabilities Act requires 
employers to "reasonably ac¬ 
commodate” persons with dis¬ 
abilities. 

ETS has been under fire 
for decades for the Scholastic 
Aptitude test, which critics 
charge unfairly discriminates 
against African-Americans by 
administering culturally- 
biased tests. ▼ 


Uribe to Appear in San Jose

Trailb lazing educator Vir¬ 
ginia Uribe will be honored 
at a reception at the Billy De 
Frank Community Center in 
San Jose from 5:30 to 7 p.m. 
on Friday, December 3. 

Uribe is famous for having 
founded Project 10, a very 
special education and counsel¬ 
ing program for lesbian and 
gay youth at Fairfax High 
School in Los Angeles. For 
years, she has been vehement¬ 
ly opposed by anti-gay forces, 
but has stood her ground and 
been sufficiently supported by 
L.A.’s officialdom to continue 
helping gay boys and lesbian 
girls who otherwise would 
face harassment and the 
possibility of anti-gay violence 
alone. 

“She is one of the heroes 
of the current gay move¬ 
ment,” says Ron Schmidt, one 
of the founders of a parallel 
organization for gay and les¬ 


bian teachers called BAN¬ 
GLE (for Bay Area Network 
of Gay and Lesbian Educa¬ 
tors). BANGLE is the chief 
sponsor of Uribe’s appear¬ 
ance. 

Appearing with Uribe will 
be Tom Ammiano and Kevin 
Grogan, of San Francisco’s 
Project 21, which is working 
here toward the same goals 
that Uribe is developing in 
Los Angeles. The three will 
arrive at the reception after 
appearing on a panel at a 
meeting of the California 
School Board Members Asso¬ 
ciation. Ammiano is the open¬ 
ly gay current President of 
the San Francisco School 
Board, and Grogan is the 
equally-out Director of the 
Gay, Lesbian, and Bisexual 
Youth Services Program for 
the San Francisco schools. 

“Virginia Uribe is a great 
pioneer,” declares Mitzi Hen¬ 
derson, the national president 


of Parents and Friends of 
Lesbians and Gays, a support¬ 
ing organization for the recep¬ 
tion. “Hers is a pivotal role in 
the development of necessary 
information on the impor¬ 
tance of understanding the 
sexual orientation of young 
people in America today. 

“Not long ago, Ms. Uribe 
spoke to 350 prominent edu¬ 
cators at a meeting sponsored 
by P-FLAG in the midwest. 
That’s typical of her efforts 
all over the country. 

“She is really a great 
champion for all youth.” 

Also on hand for the event 
will be Wiggsy Sivertsen, 
longtime South Bay gay ac¬ 
tivist and San Jose State edu¬ 
cator. 

A donation of $10 is being 
asked, but no one will be 
turned away for lack of funds. 
The proceeds will be shared 
by Project 10 and the De 
Frank Youth Groups. ▼

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Thanksgiving Reactions 

This Thanksgiving season gives us more — not less — to be 
thankful about than ever. No, we haven’t taken leave of our 
senses, and neither are we any less fed up with the things that 
we have been angry about throughout 1993. But at the same 
time we are angry, we are thankful. 

For while we complain about the bigotry, oppression, and in¬ 
trusion of the right wing, we also very much appreciate that we 
are able to do something about it. 

It took a falling apple, they say, for Newton to break through 
and come up with some simple, fundamental, trenchant truths. 
Among them: for every action there is an equal and opposite re¬ 
action. With us, it may have taken a series of falls to learn that 
same lesson, but we have learned. 

And we are thankful. 

Thankful that, in this country at this time, everyone is free 
to make a commotion about something they don’t like. That in¬ 
cludes them — and you know who we mean — and that also in¬ 
cludes us. We don’t much like what our opponents say, but we 
like the freedom. That said, it should also be pointed out that 
freedom, like anything else, is worthless if it isn’t used. 

We are thankful that some powerful leaders have taught us 
the way. We don’t mean leaders of national gay groups, inciden¬ 
tally: we mean the Lon Mabons and Lou Sheldons, who have 
shown us the power of organization and politics. Without their 
example, how would we know the journey that lies before us? 

We are thankful that more lesbians and gays came out of the 
closet in 1993. Some came out with great fanfare to news crews, 
and some came out to family members with quiet dignity and 
thoughtful conversations. Each story has been heroic, and we 
are thankful for them all. Every coming out is a brick in our de¬ 
fenses against their flying lies. 

We are thankful that the courts in this country have (inter¬ 
mittently, it’s true) had the guts to do what the president would 
not: stand up for basic human rights for all people. Judges have 
overturned Cincinnati’s anti-gay measure and the forced dis¬ 
charge of two gay sailors, and blocked the enforcement of Col¬ 
orado’s hateful Amendment 2 and anti-gay ballot initiatives in 
Oregon. And on the child custody front, we are thankful for 
those few decisions where judges considered the best interests 
of children more important than sexual politics. 

We are thankful that people with AIDS have defenders in 
greater numbers than ever before. The story of Timothy Hol- 
less, the PWA who was arrested for the “crime” of traveling 
when visibly afflicted with KS, produced an outpouring of sup¬ 
port for him and condemnation for American Airlines, which 
had him dragged from the plane in handcuffs. Scores of people, 
including our own board of supervisors and 22 members of the 
U.S. House of Representatives, have contacted American on 
Holless’s behalf. We doubt the same response would have been 
forthcoming in the early days of AIDS, and are thankful for the 
change in this country’s perception of the illness. 

We are thankful that our supervisors were also able to show 
enough compassion to endorse the cultivation of marijuana by 
PWAs for their own limited medical use. Wasting syndrome, 
which the plant ameliorates, is one of the four most common 
causes of AIDS-related deaths, and if marijuana can cut the 
death rate, we are thankful for it. When Mayor Jordan signs the 
bill into law, it will make a nice Christmas present for San 
Francisco’s PWAs. 

In all of the cases we mention, there are positive reactions to 
unpleasant realities. Until we can improve the reality itself, 
we’re thankful that we can be thankful for what we’re thankful 
for. You know what we mean? 

What we mean is that although things have been smoother 
for the community in the past, evidence shows we are capable 
of taking care of ourselves and each other. 

There is a chance, in fact, to prove that we are a strong com¬ 
munity this Saturday, November 27. That evening, as we report 
on the front page, is the 15th anniversary of the assasination of 
Supervisor Harvey Milk and Mayor George Moscone, and a can¬ 
dlelight march is planned. In recent years the numbers of 
marchers has dwindled, but this year’s might be the biggest 
since the first. With so many wolves at the door in City Hall in 
recent weeks, the memory of Milk’s murder there gets more 
painful for us. The bigots who showed up there last week were, 
in the larger sense, the very people for whom Dan White killed 
Moscone and Milk. And that makes us angry, but unused anger 
is no more useful than idle freedom. That’s why we need the 
“equal and opposite reaction,” which in this case means fighting 
the hordes at City Hall by being the hordes there. Be there. 
And if you are, we’ll all be truly thankful. ▼ 



It's Not Acceptable, in 1993...

We can all agree that KRON-TV’s recent in¬ 
vestigative report into the alleged “second 
wave” of unsafe sex among san Francisco gay 
men was a shallow sweeps-week ratings grab¬ 
ber. From the inflammatory title — “Sexual 
Suicide” — to the way reporter Greg Lyons and 
producer Jonathan Dann reinforced negative 
stereotypes, the three-part series was typical 
scare-the-masses tabloid journalism. Likewise 
the November 13 Fox Front Page broadcast, 
which shattered the boundaries of decency 
with hidden-camera sex club footage. 

As puerile as they were, however, the shows 
highlighted one or two tough questions: what 
do we do about high seroconversion rates 
among young gay men? How do we stay safe 
in the ’90s? But the show missed even tougher 
questions, partly because of the mainstream 
media’s unwillingness to grapple with deep sex 
mysteries: what’s so powerful about unprotect¬ 
ed intercourse that some of us are willing to 
risk disease and possible death to have it? Who 
decides — and enacts — risk reduction commu¬ 
nity norms in public/private spaces? Who’s re¬ 
sponsible for what, and for whom? And how 
do we reach individual and community consen¬ 
sus? 

It’s not surprising that mainstream media fo¬ 
cused on sex clubs: they’re visible symbols of 
what some incorrectly perceive as gay male de¬ 
bauchery — our death wish. The media fan the 
flames with biased misinformation: wrapping 
one of the segments, KRON anchor Pete Wi- 
son referred in passing to “these clubs that 
spread the virus” — as though a building could 
transmit HIV. (That parallels some straight 
people’s misconception that two HIV-negative 
gay men can somehow spontaneously combust 
into HIV-positivity.) 

We all know it’s the behavior, not the place, 
that puts us at risk. Unprotected intercourse 
doesn’t just happen in sex clubs; it happens in 
our bedrooms. And that raises far more person¬ 


al and intimate questions about who we are 
and how we negotiate safety — questions the 
mainstream media will never address, but that 
we as a community often also are afraid to 
tackle. 

It also suggests a bottom line: no matter 
where we are, it’s not acceptable, in 1993, for 
us to be fucking unsafely. 

Some men get angry when they see two 
guys fucking unsafely in a club. Others watch. 
But some have a subtler, deeper reaction: it 
hurts. It hurts us as gay men to know those we 
care about may be harming each other. It hurts 
to know that some folks appear not to give a 
shit about their health, their lives. It hurts to 
see what appears to be self-destruction occur¬ 
ring right in front of our eyes. 

And by watching, we become a part of it. In 
the same way a crowd of men watching a man 
rape a woman is, in effect, raping her too, so 
each man in a sex club crowd watching two 
guys fucking unsafely is, in effect, also fucking 
unsafely. When we watch it, we become com¬ 
plied; we are it. 

Let’s remember that as humans, we commu¬ 
nicate deeply through sex. And in a world 
where it sometimes feels like we lost every¬ 
thing else — civil rights, friends, lovers, basic 
dignity — it’s easy to feel we’re being asked to 
relinquish our most primal means of commu¬ 
nication and pleasure. 

We’re afraid, in fact, that we’ll lose the pro¬ 
fundity of fusion. Coming in a guy’s butt is the 
closest we’ll ever get to that guy; similarly, hav¬ 
ing someone come inside us triggers a primal 
sense of oneness. The wholly natural human 
drive for completion through sex is, for some 
of us, deeply buried in our unconscious. So the 
call to safe fucking, while intellectually palat¬ 
able, seems unconsciously unbearable. Who 
wants a barrier — even a latex one — to come 
between us? 

But we’re living with an epidemic. In an epi-

the amendment. 

Roll Call Vote 461 on the Duncan Hunter Amend¬ 
ment — Mr. Studds, Mr. Frank, Mrs. Pelosi, and I all 
voted against the amendment. 

Roll Call Vote 471, the final and official vote on the 
Skelton Amendment — Mr. Studds, Mr. Frank, Mrs. 
Pelosi, and I all voted against the amendment. 

Although I am not calling for a public apology, 
fairness would indicate that both your correspondents 
and columnist publicly acknowledge their mistakes. 

I have always been a steadfast advocate of all human 
rights and consistent in my opposition to all forms of 
discrimination. I intend to continue this policy.

Not Where, But What 

The following letter was sent to Dr. Mitch 
Katz, Director of the City AIDS Office: 

Sex clubs do not pose a new wave of risk for HIV 
infection among San Francisco’s gay males — simple 
human behavior does. While it is titillating to poke 
hidden cameras into dark rooms and politically seduc¬ 
tive to call for closure of these businesses, doing so 
will not save lives. 

People who lack commitment to 100 percent safe 
sex will endanger themselves in a variety of settings, 
including the good old bedroom. In fact, sex with 
someone you have deep affection for in a private 
bedroom setting is far more likely to induce you to 
break safer sex vows than doing it with a stranger in 
a sex club. 

If you lack commitment, or you’re high, or maybe 
you’re just tired of always, always having to be careful, 
you will slip up no matter where you are. 

The scandal is not that these businesses exist but 
that even now we still have insufficiently paid atten¬ 
tion to and funded HIV prevention campaigns aim¬ 
ed at gay men. Despite the fact that our community 
has done a reasonably good job combating new infec¬ 
tions, the effort is still not enough. We must target 
young men who lack the perspective of those of us 
who are older and more battle-hardened from this 
epidemic. 

We must realize that substance abuse in a sexually- 
active gay man is a virtual admission ticket for the 
HIV virus. We must deal with the fact that simple 
weariness fom years of safe sex restrictions are caus¬ 
ing some men to have occasional slip-ups when only 
100 percent vigilance will do. 

San Francisco has been down this path before and 
we should know by now that closing sex clubs is 
scapegoatism. In fact, these clubs provide excellent 
opportunities to teach and model safer sex behavior. 
Surely, “the city that knows how” can do a better job 
in this regard. The only way to save lives is to conduct 
a more aggressive HIV prevention campaign fully 
funded by both government and our own gay com-

Enlightened Dark Rooms 

I read the editorial headed “Verantwoodelijkheid” 
(sic) in the September 30 edition of your paper with 
dismay and resentment. Dismay because you had not 
taken the trouble to check on Amsterdam’s proactive 
strategy on AIDS, and resentment at the blatant in- 
nacuracies you chose to print. 

The article clearly suggests that all gay bars in the 
city have dark rooms and advertise these as the main 
attraction. Even worse, it is alleged that unsafe sex is 
common in these places. In fact, there are more than 
70 gay bars and discotheques in Amsterdam. Less than 
15 percent of these have a dark room. Closing them 
down was always an option. But after careful con¬ 
sideration the city took the realistic and caring view 
that what is forbidden goes underground. And once 
out of sight, we would be unable to reach this segment 
with information on prevention of sexually transmit¬ 
ted diseases. There would be no condoms available, 
and no checks by the health department. 

Whereas now, the situation is that the owners of 
Amsterdam’s gay bars have drafted their own code of 
conduct requiring provision of information on HIV in¬ 
fection and safe sex, and the sales of officially ap¬ 
proved condoms at several locations in their 
establishments. This means that visitors to dark 
rooms are always able to refresh their awareness of 
the facts of HIV/AIDS. 

Making safe sex mandatory by law will not work. 
But what you can do is remind individuals of their 
responsibilities. That means not putting yourself, or 
others, at risk. If people want to go on having unsafe 
sex, even when aware of the perils, then that is precise¬ 
ly what they will do. In some countries the authorities 
and lawmakers are convinced that the way to stop this 
unwanted behavior is to legislate against it. However, 
the Dutch approach stresses openness, tolerance and 
information. As a result, an impressive 90 percent of 
people aged 14 and over in our country are aware of 
the risks of HIV infection. This is the result of strategic 
national information campaigns, with the focus on 
personal responsibility. It is therefore irresponsible 
to distort his strategy out of all proportion, and 
thereby draw inaccurate assumptions. 

Ironically, your article even misspells the Dutch 
word for ‘responsibility.” The right way is Verant- 
woordelijkheid.

The following letter was sent to Julie

Springs. 

Over the weekend of Oct. 8-11,1993, twenty or so of 
my queer friends and I went to Harbin Hot Springs 
to relax and enjoy a weekend of community and soak¬ 
ing. I have been to Harbin many times over the years 
and have enjoyed the meditative environment that 
Harbin offers. I have long thought that it would be nice 
to see more queers at Harbin, since I find the hetero 
vibes not as loving and accepting as I would like. 

I have heard from many friends that Harbin used 
to be much more queer friendly, and was in fact, a 
place where there was regularly a large queer 
presence. I wonder, then, why there is such a tiny 
queer presence today. 

My friends and I enjoyed ourselves at Harbin, 
paying little attention to the stares and whispered 
comments of others. We were intimate, loving, and we 
touched each other a lot. We were respectful of the 
spiritual mission of Harbin, and we were silent in pub¬ 
lic areas. Overall, it was a lovely time. 

I was dismayed, however, when I saw your letter in 
the Bay Area Reporter, because I found it to contain 
a number of revealing statements. First, your com¬ 
ment that Harbin is an “intentional community,” 
coupled with your comment that the “percentages [of 
gays and lesbians] are probably smaller [than] those 
of any small community” brings me to wonder. Why 
is it so that the percentages are smaller? 

My hunch is that your “intentional community” is 
really a pick-up place for straights and you want to 
keep it that way. 

Could it be that you are afraid of too many gays and 
lesbians coming to Harbin since this might scare the 
delicate hetero environment? Is it possible that your 
letter to the Bay Area Reporter is really a subtle pub¬ 
lic relations tool to ensure that not too many queers 
come to Harbin? 

Now believe me, while I have nothing against pick¬ 
up places, I do question your sincerity when you say 
that gays and lesbians expecting a gay resort will 
“surely be disappointed.” This comment made me 
very angry, because it implies that simply by our large 
presence, you think that we are expecting a gay resort. 


Do we not have the freedom to go in mass anywhere 
we choose and be openly queer? And even if you’re 
not a gay resort, can’t you at least be a gay-friendly 
one? 

Finally, nowhere in your letter do you state that gays 
and lesbians are welcome at Harbin. This concerns me 
and leads me to wonder if perhaps you are trying too 
hard to keep Harbin an intentional straight commu¬ 
nity by making gays and lesbians feel just a little un¬ 
comfortable. My sense is that Harbin-goers need a lit¬ 
tle more education about loving, respecting, and 
honoring thy neighbor. 

Please be assured that my friends and I plan to come 
to Harbin again on a queer field trip. Won’t you please 
welcome us with open arms? I look forward to hear¬ 
ing from you soon.

Calling All Human Beings 

Here in San Francisco, a major AIDS organization, 
Shanti Project, finds itself torn apart as a result of a 
few “AIDS opportunists” who were running the 
“show”! As a result, the various housing programs that 
had been handled by Shanti have been taken over by 
well-meaning organizations. However, one aspect of 
the Shanti Housing Program remains in limbo: The 
Independent Living Housing Allotment Program. 
And as a result, many of us are being denied decent 
housing. 

Basic, decent, standard housing has the potential to 
contribute to an HIV infected individual’s ability to 
remain healthy and to heal. To date, there are many 
HIV-I-/AIDS individuals who, after waiting two years, 
have been approved for this Independent Housing 
Allotment. But, because the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health AIDS Office is not acting, many 
of our brothers and sisters are being forced to live out 
yet another winter in sub-standard housing; in some 
cases, without heat, living among vermin and/or on 
the streets. And we all know what is being done to our 
“fellow human beings” who, unfortunately, find 
themselves living on the streets. The definition of the 
San Francisco Department of Public Health AIDS Of¬ 
fice in the SF Resource Guide states: 

“Administers city, state and federal funding award¬ 
ed to the Health Department for HIV prevention, 
education, health services and research; provides 
nurse-based case management services to PWA/ARG” 

This is also the department that has been designated 
to handle the transition of the Independent Housing 
Allotment Program from Shanti to another organiza¬ 
tion. This program enables HIV/AIDS persons to live 
in their own apartments, flats, rooms, that meet 
humanitarian standards. To date, no organization has 
been designated and therefore no transition has taken 
place and winter is rapidly coming upon “us”. In ad¬ 
dition, because of economic problems, many are be¬ 
ing forced out of standard living situations — “their 
homes” — because this program is not in place and 
forced to live in sub-standard living situations. 

The bureaucrats of this great city and the AIDS Of¬ 
fice are “bureaucratically blinded” to human needs. 
Ego, politics and bureaucratic-thinking motivation has 
overpowered love and humanitarian motivation! 

Collectively as a community, as a society, we can af¬ 
fect a change. However, we must act! Some have 
chosen ACT UP; some have chosen to be involved in 
fundraising and letter writing campaigns, but it is not 
enough. We can no longer step over them in the streets 
and sleep comfortably, eat comfortably and love com¬ 
fortably. Whatever happens to any one of us happens 
to us all! 

I am calling upon those “human beings” out there 
who have been acive, to continue your fight; don’t give 
up (and please don’t burn out). I am calling upon those 
“human beings” out there, who up to now have not 
been active, to take steps into activism, even it if means 
taking a few moments from your challenging lives to 
call, write, FAX, letters to the powers that be, letting 
them know of your concern and demand something 
be done.

president of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors, became mayor, and 
later, of course, went on to 
become a U.S. Senator. Many 
say that the death of Mayor 
Moscone was also the begin¬ 
ning of the end of what had 
become known as the “Bur¬ 
ton machine.” Congressman 
Philip Burton controlled a po¬ 
litical machine which, though 
successful at creating a wide 
coalition across San Francis¬ 
co, had been equally success¬ 
ful (with the exception of Har¬ 
vey Milk) in denying gay men 
and lesbians access to any 
real political power. Indeed, it 
was the election of Harvey 
Milk to the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors in November 1977 that 
opened the doors of political 
power to our community. 

This Saturday night the 
Harvey Milk Democratic 
Club is again organizing what 
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has become an annual candle¬ 
light march commemorating 
the deaths of both Milk and 
Moscone. This year the event 
should be particularly special. 
At 7 p.m. many of Harvey’s 
personal friends, including 
Scott Smith, Harry Britt, 
Tom Ammiano, Dennis Per- 
on, and others, will take part 
in dedicating a plaque in front 
of what was originally Har¬ 
vey Milk’s Camera Shop. The 
shop, which was located at 
575 Castro Street, is now the 
location of the Skin Zone. 
The annual candlelight march 
will follow, and there will be 
another event at City Hall. 

The San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus performed for 
the first time on that march 
15 years ago. Over 200 cur¬ 
rent and former members of 
the chorus are expected to 
perform at Saturday night’s 
event at City Hall. The San 
Francisco Lesbian/Gay Free¬ 
dom Band will also perform 
during the Castro Street ded¬ 
ication ceremony. City Hall 
speakers will include Gilbert 
Baker, who designed the 
Rainbow Flag 15 years ago. 
Cleve Jones and the Reverend 
Cecil Williams will also be ap¬ 
pearing on the program. 

Because I have often 
wished to forget the terrible 
events of November 27, 1978, 

I have not always been enthu¬ 
siastic about these annual can¬ 
dlelight marches, but I think 
Saturday night marks an im¬ 
portant event for our commu¬ 
nity to remember, to honor 
our history. I encourage ev¬ 
eryone to attend, bring a can¬ 
dle, and take part. I hope to 
see you there. 

Politics and people 

Political irony of the week: 
proving that party politics 
sometimes override personal 
political loyalty, President 
Clinton was busy telling an 
overflow crowd at last Satur¬ 
day’s Fairmont fundraiser for 
Dianne Feinstein’s re-election 
campaign how much he 
needs her to be sent back to 
Washington (the dinner re¬ 
portedly raised $800,000), 
while the popular senator her¬ 
self was in D.C. — voting 
against Clinton’s hard-fought 
NAFTA treaty. 

Incidentally, Representa¬ 
tive Michael Huffington of 
Santa Barbara, Feinstein’s ex¬ 
pected GOP opponent next 
year, voted in the House last 
week for NAFTA, but Mr. 
Clinton and those who will be 
running his re-election cam¬ 
paign in 1996 know only too 


well that his chances to retain 
the presidency can only be 
helped if Feinstein is re-elect¬ 
ed (since California’s 54 elec¬ 
toral votes are the biggest 
block in the nation). A Repub¬ 
lican win in next year’s Sen¬ 
ate race would not bode well 
for the ’96 presidential race, 
or, as one Feinstein staffer 
put it, “It is definitely in the 
best political interests of both 
Dianne and the president to 
remain strong allies despite 
their rift over NAFTA.” 

A state court judge ruled 
in Albany, New York, last 
week that the state law school 
in Buffalo, and presumably 
all public schools and univer¬ 
sities in the state, must ban 
military recruiters as long as 
the military continues to dis¬ 
criminate against gay men 
and lesbians. 

Actress Elizabeth Taylor, 
appearing in D.C. last week, 
where the new AIDS clinic at 
the Whitman-Walker Clinic 
Medical Center was named in 
her honor, told those present 
that “until they find the an¬ 
swer to this horrible disease,” 
her work against AIDS will 
always continue to be “at the 
top of my list.” 

The hottest political rumor 
in D.C this week continues to 
be about the strained relation¬ 
ship between Attorney Gener¬ 
al Janet Reno and the presi¬ 
dent and his top White House 
aides. Some are quietly pre¬ 
dicting that Reno could be a 
short-timer at the Justice De¬ 
partment. 

How big was the Republi¬ 
can win November 2? Day- 
ton, Ohio, a city that hasn’t 
voted Republican in decades, 
was among those cities that 
replaced longtime Democratic 
incumbent mayors with GOP 
challengers. Dayton residents 
cannot remember the last 
time they had a Republican 
mayor, and I still cannot 
imagine New York City, with 
a 5-to-l Demo party registra¬ 
tion, actually electing a Re¬ 
publican as its next mayor. 
But it did. 

And why are the 
Democrats suddenly pretend¬ 
ing to be so “shocked” at the 
reports that the OOP 
“walking-around money” to 
win the governor’s race in 
New Jersey? I mean, anyone 
who has ever worked in a po¬ 
litical campaign in any state 
in this country knows that the 
practice is almost an Ameri¬ 
can tradition — and the 
Democrats probably spread 
more money around than the 
Republicans. 

More candidates: Alameda 
County Supervisor Don Pera- 
ta says he definitely will give 
up his board seat to seek the 
Demo nomination for state 
controller next year, probably 
facing a primary fight with 
Assemblyman Rusty Areias 


of Salinas. Meanwhile, former 
Assemblyman Tom McClin- 
tock, a favorite of the anti- 
Governor Wilson right-wing 
faction of the GOP, an¬ 
nounced he would forego a 
primary challenge to the gov¬ 
ernor and will be a Republi¬ 
can candidate for controller 
instead. And former San Jose 
Mayor Tom McEnery is ex¬ 
pected to announce his candi¬ 
dacy for state superintendent 
of education, pitting him 
against East Bay Assembly¬ 
woman Delaine Eastin for the 
non-partisan post. 

Supervisor Susan Leal, ap¬ 
pointed to her seat by Mayor 
Frank Jordan, will kick off 
her next year’s election cam¬ 
paign with a fundraiser/recep¬ 
tion at Trader Vic’s on De¬ 
cember 9, 6-8 p.m. ($150, 495- 
4910 for info). 

Peninsula state Senator 
Tom Campbell, who took of¬ 
fice immediately after win¬ 
ning November 2, has already 
become one of the most 
sought-after political speakers 
in Sacramento. 

Senator Barbara Boxer’s 
new book, Strangers in the 
Senate (256 pages), promises 
to be a best-seller. It is not 
available in the bookstores 
until December 6, and the 
first 15,000-copy printing has 
already sold out, with all roy¬ 
alties from the first printing 
going to the Children’s De¬ 
fense Fund. San Francisco 
friends and supporters of Sen¬ 
ator Boxer will hold a birth¬ 
day reception for her Decem¬ 
ber 10 at the home of Eliza¬ 
beth Colton ($50; 366-7393 for 
info). 

Hollywood insiders are 
telling me that Robin 
Williams has pulled out of the 
Harvey Milk role in The 
Mayor of Castro Street film 
because of a reported “dissat¬ 
isfaction over the script” and 
actor Daniel Day Lewis has 
reportedly been offered the 
part. (Will Warner Bros, ever 
get this one in the can? Don’t 
bet the mortgage on it.) 

City Hall was abuzz with 
rumors last week that Sheriff 
Mike Hennessey, one of our 
most popular officeholders, 
was about to be offered a post 
in the Clinton administration, 
but Mike tells me that he “al¬ 
ready has one of the best jobs 
around” and there is nothing 
to the rumors. 

When President Clinton 
and other world leaders go to 
Naples, Italy, next July for the 
world economic summit, they 
will most likely be greeted by 
Mayor Alessandra Mussolini, 
who just happens to be the 
granddaughter of World War 
II fascist dictator Benito Mus¬ 
solini. There should be more 
than enough political embar¬ 
rassment to go around. Hap¬

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The Waiting Game

B ack when I was a sor- 
ta straight girl in my 
early twenties, 
Toronto was the 
place I had to escape from. 
Having finished both univer¬ 
sity and a two-year relation¬ 
ship with what turned out to 
be my last boyfriend, I fled 
back to the U.S. for graduate 
school and a new life as a 
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dyke. So it’s with a bitter¬ 
sweet sentiment that I occa¬ 
sionally return to Toronto to 
visit. If I wanted to leave so 
badly, what keeps bringing 
me back? 

In this case, it’s a family ill¬ 
ness. For although according 
to Eliot, April is the crudest 
month, November’s always 
when my father falls ill. This 
time it’s heart problems, and 
serious enough so that a 7 
a.m. phone call gets me to the 
airport for a noon flight that 
day. 

So I’m off to Toronto 
again, hastily packed for the 
cold weather ahead, fighting 
the flu, wishing I were off to 
Tiaujin or Tongjiang instead. 
To soothe my traveler’s angst, 
I read the Lonely Planet 
Guidebook to China all the 
way there. Four hours of 
reading about traveling to 
China on a plane with mostly 
Chinese people almost makes 
me feel like I’m going some¬ 
where else, instead. 

Since I am there to visit 
my father, who remains in in¬ 
tensive care up until the last 
days of my stay, I’m slow to 
call my friends or integrate 
myself into the current 
Toronto queer landscape. 
Each day I sleep in, ply my¬ 
self with Vitamin C, then 
walk the mile and a half to 
the hospital. The air here’s 
crisp and cool like a bite from 
an Ontario apple, and I 
breathe it in heavily as I kick 
up autumn leaves stomping 
through the ravine. 

Doing all this walking 
gives me plenty of time to re¬ 
flect on the reason I’m here: 
My father’s in the hospital, 
and I don’t know if he’ll make 
it out again. The doctors tell 
us that surgery’ s not an op¬ 
tion for my father; his arteries 
are too blocked to try a by¬ 
pass. Meanwhile, they try to 
find the right “cocktail” of 
drugs to lessen his angina. 


The days come and go, but 
nothing is certain but this: 
we’re in a waiting game with 
my dad’s heart, and there is 
nothing we can do about it. 

Luckily, once I decide it’s 
time, there are things I can do 
while I wait. 

For one, there are my 
groovy girlfriends, all sculp¬ 
tors, zinesters, filmmakers, 
photographers, and musi¬ 
cians. As an infrequently seen 
friend, I enjoy the privileges 
of being wined and dined at 
places like Helen’s Hash 
House, the Mars Diner, vari¬ 
ous dim sum palaces, and my 
friend Jen’s kitchen. I’m given 
a tour of the newly renovated 
art gallery, see more first-run 
films in two weeks than I do 
in two months at home, and 
get to walk by my old high 
school making faces at the 
students inside. 


Queer Pilgrimages 

Of course, I also make my 
annual pilgrimage to all of 
Toronto’s queer sites, includ¬ 
ing Glad Day Bookstore, the 
Toronto Women’s Bookstore, 
and “the ghetto,” which sports 
such notorious spots as the 
outside steps of the tres gay 
Second Cup Coffee Shop, one 
of the busiest pickup places 
for men in town.

Although I generally shun 
the club world back in San 
Francisco, here the tempta¬ 
tion of anonymity gets me 
out. New clubs are popping 
up all over the place, so my 
gal pals and I hit Thirst one 
night and Bent another.

demic, “normal” human behav¬ 
ior gets suspended in defer¬ 
ence to staying alive. And it’s 
easy to forget there’s power in 
life-affirming protected sex, 
and there’s power in taking 
care of each other. 

So we need to revisit our 
public/private norms. Two 
guys fucking unsafely are, in a 
way, fucking all of us; if we 
watch, we’re joining in. The 
questions then arises: what do 
we do? Tap the two on the 
shoulder and ask them to 
stop? Report them to the club 
owners? Report the club to the 
city? Join in? Or do nothing? 

What’s clear is that our si¬ 
lence is our death. It’s time to 


show care and take responsi¬ 
bility for each other by inter¬ 
vening. Sex club monitors 
can’t see everything; and who 
want to feel “policed” anyway? 
It’s time to take a courageous 
stand and say, “It’s not accept¬ 
able, in 1993, for us to be fuck¬ 
ing unsafely.” 

One-to-one bedroom negoti¬ 
ations offer different intrica¬ 
cies, but similar requirements. 
When we’re in bed with a new 
partner, insecurities about 
looks and performance, and 
fantasies about who he might 
be, blur our sense of reality. 
It’s therefore vital that we 
maintain clear and fortified 
personal boundaries about 
what we will and won’t do 
sexually, in order to protect 
each other. 

And whether in public or 


was my favorite of her new 
babies. Billed a queer club for 
everyone, it’s happily fre¬ 
quented mostly by masses of 
cute dykes, even on the night 
the Breeders were playing 
across town.

Because each morning, it 
was time to go back to the 
hospital. Each day, it was 
back to Ward B3, where my 
father lay a prisoner to his IV 
and heartbeat monitor. Each 
day, more pills to pop, tem¬ 
peratures to be taken, blood 
pressure checked, and new 
nurses to meet. Each day, 
rubbing my father’s feet, wait¬ 
ing for another doctor to visit, 
waiting for another test re¬ 
sult, or just waiting for some¬ 
one, anyone, to give us some 
more information. 

Filling in the time togeth¬ 
er, my father and I talk. Much 
of it is trivial, but some of it 
touchingly honest and true. In 
this time, too, many amends 
were made between a father 
and his only daughter, while 
we waited and wondered 
what was coming next. If any¬ 
thing gets to you in a hospital, 
surely it’s all that waiting. 

As I write this, I’m on the 
plane home. It’s deadline day 
for this newspaper, and as I 
write my last sentences, the 
pilot announces we’re run¬ 
ning late due to the head 
winds that have bumped us 
across the sky. Most likely, 
there will be someone wait¬ 
ing for me at the gate, cursing 
her bad luck at my delay and 
scanning the screens for my 
arrival time. Contemplating 
bouncing back into my life 
just in time to turn in my 
copy, I realize how emotional¬ 
ly drained I am by both the 
guilt I feel at leaving Toronto 
and the uncertainty surround¬ 
ing my father’s fate. Just this 
once, it feels only fair that 
someone’s having to wait for 
me. ▼ 


private, we remember, what¬ 
ever words and actions we use 
to say it, that it’s not accept¬ 
able, in 1993, for us to be fuck¬ 
ing unsafely. 

We are our own guardians. 
The straight media don’t get 
it; they may never. And how 
we appear to straight society is 
of secondary concern. What’s 
primary is that we practice 
safe sex with each other out of 
a sense of dignity and compas¬ 
sion, and a respect for the will 
to live. 

It’s not acceptable, in 1993, 
for us to be fucking 
unsafely. ▼

KRON: Diseased Journalism

L ast week, NBC affiliate 
KRON-TV (Channel 4) 
broadcast a three-part 
report on “Sexual Sui¬ 
cide.” The series of “investiga¬ 
tive” reports attempted to ex¬ 
plain a second wave of HIV in¬ 
fection in San Francisco. The 
series was anchored by Greg 
Lyon and produced by Jona¬ 
than Dann — the same folks re¬ 
sponsible for KRON’s defama¬ 
tory series on “gay child mo¬ 
lesters.” 

Filled with sensational im¬ 
ages and utterly devoid of any 
substance, the series suggested 
that gay men are too stupid, 
too dirty, or too evil to stay 
healthy. Incredibly, this “inves¬ 
tigative” report consisted al¬ 
most entirely of lurid images 
of “sex clubs.” 

Failing to demonstrate any 
journalistic integrity, Lyon also 
offered up “surveys” conducted 
by the Stop AIDS Project, as 
evidence of sexual practices in 
the gay community. These sur¬ 
veys are essentially devoid of 
any social-scientific value, and 
are hardly representative of 
the attitudes or behaviors of 
gay men in general. But 
KRON reporters never men¬ 
tioned that. 

Missing from the KRON re¬ 
port was any investigation into 
the institutional forces that ac¬ 
tually promote the spread of 
HIV. It said nothing about the 
sorry state of AIDS education 
in California’s public schools 
or the religious right’s efforts 
to prevent everything from 
condom distribution to needle 
exchange programs. Instead, it 
blamed young gay men for 
“killing themselves,” an ex¬ 
tremely repulsive example of 
blaming the victim. 

KRON’s series suggested 
that the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity had, somehow, failed 
to educate the next generation 
of gay youth about the dangers 
of HIV/AIDS. What the series 
didn’t report, however, was 
that lesbians and gays hardly 
have access to youth in the 
first place. Efforts to provide 
fair and accurate information 
about homosexuality and 
AIDS risk-reduction are met 
with vociferous resistance. But 
KRON and Lyon never both¬ 
ered to investigate homopho¬ 
bia in our public schools. 

In addition to misleading 
the public and further stigma¬ 
tizing gay youth, the series 
was also an act of incredible 
hypocrisy on the part of 
KRON. After all the station is 
not running any AIDS educa¬ 
tion programs specifically tar¬ 
geted to gay youth. Like all 
broadcasters, KRON is li¬ 
censed by the federal govern¬ 
ment to “serve the public inter¬ 
est, convenience, and necessi¬ 
ty.” Now that the station has 
identified the need to promote 
AIDS/HIV awareness amongst 
young gay men, they should 
begin to address that urgent 
necessity. 

Additionally, Lyon had the 
audacity to claim that his “Sex¬ 
ual Suicide” series was intend¬ 
ed to increase funding for 
AIDS prevention. This vapid 
effort will only succeed in con¬ 
vincing viewers that, since gay 
men are deliberately “killing 
themselves,” money spent on 
AIDS is wasted money. 

Bay Area television viewers 


deserve more than cheap, ex¬ 
ploitive coverage of serious 
and complex issues. Register 
your outrage by calling 
Jonathan Dann at 415-561-8019, 
and leaving a message with his 
secretary, Pat Law.

NBC’s weekly prime-time 
show Sisters, produced by 
Warner Bros. Television, has 
just added a continuing lesbian 
character. Norma Lear (played 
by Nora Dunn) is the employer 
of series regular Alex (played 
by Swoozie Kurtz). The initial 
plot focused on Alex’s con¬ 
fused and homophobic re¬ 
sponse to Norma, which is ul¬ 
timately resolved in a touching 
scene between Alex and her 
mother. Alex’s mother informs 
her that the family’s oldest 
friends — Alex’s “aunts” — are, 
in fact, lesbians (not just two 
“old spinsters who happened 
to live together for 35 years”).

“I looked at our collection 
and realized there was a gap.” 

John Taylor, who wants the 
book banned, responded, “Tell 
the homos to read God’s Bible. 
Best book yet.”

On the Way Up

T wo things that I nev¬ 
er thought would 
happen for me will 
occur this New 
Year’s Eve: I’ll be covered un¬ 
der new medical insurance 
and I’ll become a home own¬ 
er. When I was diagnosed 
with AIDS a little more than 
five years ago, I resigned my¬ 
self to never making it to 
middle age or the middle 
class, but it looks like I might 
yet accomplish both. 


Commentary 

AIDS didn’t rob me of my 
youth; rather it robbed me of 
my middle age. I was 32 
when I got sick from HIV 
and, a late bloomer, just fin¬ 
ishing up my rather pro¬ 
longed adolescence. “Youth” 
seems to last longer for most 
gays, either because we need 
more time to develop our de¬ 
viant sexualities or because 
our “lifestyle” lacks many of 
the traditional markers of at¬ 
taining middle age (e.g., get¬ 
ting married, buying a house, 
loss of sexual libido). By drop¬ 
ping out of school for a few 
years, eventually going back 
to finish it, and then going to 
graduate school for another 
half-decade, I successfully 
postponed full adulthood to 
my early thirties — and my di¬ 
agnosis with AIDS. 

This plunged me directly 
from youth into the geriatric 
concerns usually associated 
with old age, without ever 
traversing that mid-life period 
when you’re supposed to be 
passing “go” and collecting 
$200 a few times, and buying 
a house and doing all that 
nesting-type stuff. The 
crossover from adolescent in¬ 
vulnerability to senile disabil¬ 
ity was occasionally bewilder¬ 
ing. Instead of bicycling 
blithely through winter rains, 
I found myself fighting a half- 
dozen minor and not-so-minor 
ailments and wondering 
which were merely a nui¬ 
sance and which might be fa¬ 
tal. I still worried about my 
weight — but about losing it, 
not gaining it. Plotting my 
course into full guppyhood 
took a back seat to retire¬ 
ment planning. 

Shot for good? 

Bypassing middle age 
went a long way toward nul¬ 
lifying my candidate status in 
the middle class. I’d incurred 
a lot of debt during my ex¬ 
tended student years, on the 


assumption that I would even¬ 
tually have a decent yuppie 
salary and pay them all off — 
although in retrospect I can 
see that my figgerin’ was a lit¬ 
tle too optimistic even assum¬ 
ing decades of unimpaired 
health and productivity. 

But my capacity to work 
(never, if truth be told, all that 
spectacular), which should 
have been cranking up to its 
lifetime peak in order to 
launch my career, was instead 
eroded by the encroaching 
virus. Declaring disability and 
retiring, plus filing for 
bankruptcy (which I did with¬ 
out a lawyer, thanks to the 
handy NOLO self-help book 
on the subject, complete with 
forms) to blow off those 
maxed-out credit cards and 
the student loans, provided a 
workable solution. It covered 
my all important insurance, a 
certain amount of benefits, 
and reduced my daily living 
costs to the point that this 
limited income could sustain 
me.

The flip side was that as 
an officially permanently dis¬ 
abled and bankrupt PWA, my 
credit rating was pretty much 
shot for good, or at least for 
the next decade or so, which 
in my case didn’t seem so 
much different. AIDS very of¬ 
ten de-classes HIVers, devas¬ 
tating savings and/or earning 
potential and driving its vic¬ 
tims to the brink of poverty — 
or beyond. I’d been spared 
that, but my prospects of 
comfortable guppyhood fad¬ 
ed. 

Modest heights 

A certain amount of raw 
luck reversed that. Who’d of 
thought that long after I’d dis¬ 
charged my debt, I’d inherit 
such a large chunk of cash 
from my Aunt Evgenia? 
Since my creditors were long 
gone, we used it to pay off 
my partner’s debts, with 
enough left over as the core 
of a down payment. Law and 
custom, which stubbornly re¬ 
fused to recognize our rela¬ 
tionship for the most part, ef¬ 
fectively kept my debased 
credit from contaminating my 
partner’s the way a legal 
spouse’s would have —and 


his earning prospects were 
unimpaired. Provided I kept 
my name off the loan applica¬ 
tions, financial agencies con¬ 
sidered our household econo¬ 
my eligible for home-buying, 
if it was a small home and the 
interest rates stayed low. 

More clouds brought more 
silver linings. My best friend’s 
sudden and ugly death this 
spring depressed me to the 
point that my own determina¬ 
tion to stay alive faltered. But 
Andy, it turned out, had gone 
and changed his will the day 
he was diagnosed with KS 
and left a share of his estate 
to me and my partner. A 
lousy exchange, overall, but 
the consolation prize at least 
gives me a positive way to ob¬ 
sess about losing him (and a 
house to do it in, and a rose¬ 
bush to scatter his ashes on). 

I really can’t take credit for 
getting re-insured since I got 
this through my partner’s job. 
But it was only by staying 
alive this long that I’m able to 
cash in on any of these assort¬ 
ed benefits from my families 
(both biological and chosen). 
And that, after all, is the rub. 
Neither inherited bucks or 
HMO coverage can save you 
when the wrong infection or 
tumor hits (though I don’t 
doubt that they improve your 
odds over not having them). 

Perhaps this is fate’s last 
laugh before my health crash¬ 
es and this cup, too, is dashed 
from my lips. Then again, 
maybe I’ll be around for 
years. Regaining middle class- 
hood — which home owner¬ 
ship accomplishes, in my 
book — and getting a shot at 
middle age have revived my 
notion of the future. Climbing 
out of a nasty trench in my 
health has contributed to this. 
A “trench,” if you don’t get 
better afterward, becomes a 
terminal drop and eventually 
a grave. 

Most of what I’ve seen of 
symptomatic AIDS so far has 
been a choice between a slow 
decline and a fast one. But 
perhaps it needn’t be all a 
downward slope. Occasional¬ 
ly, you can rise, despite every¬ 
thing. How high will this 
bounce take me? So far, it’s at 
least gotten me up from the 
swampy depths of the Mis¬ 
sion (my current corner used 
to be underwater and current¬ 
ly hosts a thriving crack 
trade) to the modest elevation 
of Bernal Heights. It’s more 
than I was counting on a few 
years ago, and I look forward 
to maintaining this state for at 
least a few more. ▼

The 

Legality 

Of Our 
Love

Tom and Brad have been 
lovers for over five years. 
They have a dog named 
Rumba, two cars and a home 
they purchased together in 
the heart of the Castro. They 
enjoy taking their motorcycle 
up the California coast on 
weekends and often bring 
Rumba along in the sidecar. 
During their most recent ex¬ 
cursion, they were sideswiped 
by a jeep that recklessly tried 
to pass them on the shoulder. 
The dog jumped free but the 
sidecar was damaged; so was 
Tom’s ankle, which was 
pinned between the sidecar 
and the back tire of the mo¬ 
torcycle. 

Tom was in shock and los¬ 
ing blood. Brad cradled his 
lover’s head in his lap while 
they waited for an ambu¬ 
lance. When it arrived, Tom 
was unconscious. Brad direct¬ 
ed the ambulance to proceed 
to the hospital where their 
shared personal physician is 
based. The paramedics hesi¬ 
tated to follow Brad’s orders. 
Does he have a right to dic¬ 
tate anything about Tom’s 
personal care? 

According to the Nolo 
Press Legal Guide for Les¬ 
bian and Gay Couples, if the 
fictitious couple in the above 
example have taken the legal 
step conferring “power of at¬ 
torney” upon each other, yes. 
It is “a legal document in 
which one person authorizes 
another person to act on the 
former’s behalf,” usually in 
cases where partners are inca¬ 
pacitated or is otherwise un¬ 
able to speak for themselves. 


Contracts

“You absolu* iy musi 
each other power of attor¬ 
ney,” said Karla Carmony, a 
woman involved in a ten-year 
relationship who, along with 
her partner, has done so. 
“Otherwise, legally you don’t 
have a leg to stand on against 
the parents.” 

Unlike heterosexual 
unions where marriage be¬ 
stows automatic first rights to 
the partner, gays and lesbians 
do not enjoy the privileges of 



a legally-recognized union. 
They must fight for the right 
to protect their partner in the 
event of a medical emergen¬ 
cy, and to protect any finan¬ 
cial assets accrued during the 
length of the partnership. 

In the above example of 
Tom and Brad, what if some¬ 
thing went terribly wrong at 
the hospital and Tom died? 
Besides a prolonged legal 
action against the hospital, 
what would happen to Tom’s 
interest in the house they co¬ 
owned? What if they were 
renting and only Tom’s name 
was on the lease? Would Brad 
have any rights? 

It is a moot point for those 
who reside in one of the 
many Bay Area municipali¬ 
ties that have already passed 
anti-discrimination ordi¬ 
nances. Several metropolitan 
cities in the U.S. have domes¬ 
tic-partner style recognition of 
same-sex unions. However, in¬ 
creasing efforts by the reli¬ 
gious right threaten those 
small victories, and gays and 
lesbians still don’t benefit 
from protection by the law on 
a federal level. 

Now in its seventh print¬ 
ing, the Nolo Press Guide ad¬ 
vises, “The muin reason to 
have relationships legally rec¬ 
ognized is to benefit from 
housing, inheritance, invest¬ 
ment, and other laws.” Creat¬ 
ing contracts that identify 
ownership, making living 
wills, and even exercising the 
option of “adult adoption” are 
legal avenues available for 
protecting oneself and one’s 
partnership from the institu¬ 
tionalized biases against it. 

The guide also provide 
valuable information for les¬ 
bians and gays who have and 
raise children: another target 
of fundamentalists and courts. 

It defines a “legal parent” as 
the “parent who has the right 
to be with a child and make 
decisions about the child’s 
health, education, and well-be¬ 
ing. A legal parent is also ob¬ 
ligated to support that child.” 
This means that should one 
member of a couple adopt the 
biological child of the other 
and the biological parent dies, 
the adoptive parent has rights 
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that cannot be subsumed by 
other blood relations of the 
child. 

As lesbians and gays con¬ 
tinue to explore the sexual 
frontier and the realm of hu¬ 
man relationships, reinvent¬ 
ing family concepts, situations 
are created that were previ¬ 
ously unheard-of. In some 
cases, precedents have been 
established — both good and 


bad — but in the majority of 
cases, the country hasn’t had 
time to litigate the legal mat¬ 
ters into clear definition. 

From the idea of living-to¬ 
gether “agreements” in the 
form of contracts, to insur¬ 
ance, to falling in love with 
an alien (from another coun¬ 
try). gays and lesbians face an 
entirely different struggle in 
the attempt to interpret the 
law. Tax breaks, financial 
considerations from mutual 
investments, and recovering 


what one has invested in a re¬ 
lationship that may have 
soured are issues that are ap¬ 
pearing for judicial inspection 
and are covered in detail in 
the guide. 

As long as “no federal law 
prohibits discrimination 
against lesbian and gay peo¬ 
ple or couples in areas such 
as employment, housing, pub¬ 
lic accommodations, or cred¬ 
it,” a guide as comprehensive 
as this helps to uncover one’s 
real civil rights. ▼

Strict dieters or those with 
tendencies to overeat may 
want to set up an actual con¬ 
tract with either a very close 
friend or your therapist about 
the conduct you will exhibit 
that day around the food 
table. Factors like the familial 
influence or social dynamics 
can trigger food urges even 
further, so be prepared to feel 
twinges. Take a couple of 
deep breaths and give your¬ 
self ten minutes. Your de¬ 
structive food urges will often 
pass, given a little time. 

Give yourself permission 
to take a walk or otherwise 
absent yourself from the situ¬ 
ation for a few minutes until 
you’re feeling more grounded. 

Eating strategies 

All right, so even though 
you’d rather be home chomp¬ 
ing on celery sticks and tofu, 
you have an obligation to 
show up at Aunt Harriet’s for 
a traditional Thanksgiving 
Day meal. All is not lost. If 
you prepare yourself well, 
you may actually be able to 
sail through the day un¬ 
scathed. 

First, look for the lower 
calorie foods. Even traditional 
meals offer some safe foods. 
If you eat animal products, 
load up on turkey. Without 
the skin it’s a very lean 
source of protein, particularly 


the white meat. If you are a 
vegetarian, low calorie foods 
may be harder to find, but 
then your family is probably 
already used to your being a 
“picky eater,” so no problem 
there. If all of the veggies are 
loaded with fat (mashed pota¬ 
toes with butter and cream, 
creamed corn, etc.) there’s al¬ 
ways the cranberry sauce, 
which is pretty safe. Any veg¬ 
etables or starches (such as 
potatoes) with nothing added 
are inherently low-fat. 

There’s also no law against 
contributing food to the din¬ 
ner, even if it isn’t an official 
potluck. Bring a plate full of 
fresh vegetable crudites as ap¬ 
petizers, enough for yourself 
and any of the other guests if 
they’re game. You can bring 
dip for them if you’re embar¬ 
rassed about your true inten¬ 
tions. Likewise, bringing 
fresh fruit or a low-calorie 
version of a traditional 
dessert can be presented as a 
thoughtful contribution and 
save your diet at the same 
time. 

The trick is not to play up 
your special food require¬ 
ments too much or you may 
find yourself having to defend 
your food choices to every 
one of the guests. (People feel 
threatened by those who 
don’t like to conform.) Try to 
avoid a defensive, “holier- 
than-thou” attitude, i.e. “If I 
ate that junk I’d be as fat and 
miserable-looking as you!” If 
questioned, just say that 
lighter foods agree with you 
more and leave it at that. 

If you’re just too embar¬ 
rassed to provide any of your 
own food and feel compelled 
to eat what’s put in front of 
you, try keeping your por¬ 
tions small and absolutely 
avoid second helpings. 

The longest hour 

The longer the period of 
time you are required to be 
around food while in a social 
situation, the greater the dan¬ 
ger that you’ll eat something 
you’ll later be sorry for. If the 
social set up includes an after¬ 
noon of appetizers, eventually 
leading to dinner, try to come 
late. If that would be consid¬ 
ered inappropriate, try posi¬ 
tioning yourself away from 
the food. The easiest way to 
fill up on cheese and crackers 
and those little pigs-in-a-blan- 
ket is to hold a conversation 
standing at the buffet table. 
Remember, the buffet table is 
not your friend. Move to an¬ 
other part of the room. At the 
very least, turn your back to 
the food so that it’s out of 
view. You’ll be less tempted 
to pick. 


Drinking a lot of water or 
other low calorie beverage 
will give your mouth some¬ 
thing to do besides chew. Fill¬ 
ing up on alcoholic beverages 
will defeat the purpose, of 
course, since you can easily 
drink the calorie equivalent of 
a full-course meal within a 
matter of hours. 


When the party's over... 

Okay, so despite your good 
intentions you ate and drank 
too much. Failing, after all, is 
just a symptom of the basic 
human condition, and we’ve 
all certainly had our mo¬ 
ments. Beating yourself up 
about it is not a positive solu¬ 
tion. Learning by your mis¬ 
takes is a positive solution. 
Figure out which foods led to 
your demise. Was it the 
cheese and crackers, the 
dessert? Use this information 
for future strategy. 

Of course, right now 
there’s the present, the bloat¬ 
ed, lethargic, guilt-ridden pre¬ 
sent. If you’re feeling uncom¬ 
fortably full from a day of 
overeating, let your next day 
consist of very simple foods. 
Stick to fruit, lots of liquids, 
some cooked vegetables. This

will give your digestive sys¬ 
tem a rest while at the same 
time allowing your body time 
to clear out the excess bulk. If 
you’re experiencing gas or 
constipation, there are some 
gentle herbal teas and tablets, 
such as Swiss Kriss, that will 
safely clear out your digestive 
system. 

Some light exercise such as 
a walk or an easy bike ride, 
can also help move along that 
undigested food. It is best to 
avoid strenuous exercise if 
you’re too overloaded, as it 
may cause cramping. Wait a 
day before you engage in any 
extreme exercise, no matter 
how guilty you’re feeling. Re¬ 
member, there’s always to¬ 
morrow. 

And as the greats have 
said before, tomorrow is an¬ 
other day. ▼

Nevirapine is a drug that interferes with 
reverse trancriptase, the enzyme that in¬ 
troduces HIV genetic material into the DNA in 
your cells. It works differently than AZT and 
the other nucleoside inhibitors. Studies show 
that nevirapine is active against virus that has 
become resistant to AZT. Nevirapine has 
shown very little toxicity. This study is design¬ 
ed to compare nevirapine vs. placebo, alone or 
in combination with AZT, and the effects on 
T-cell counts after 3 and 6 months. There are 
two parts to this study, so that everyone who 
gets placebo in the first part will get active 
drugs in the second part, and free access to 
AZT for the duration of their participation in 
the study. 

This study will recruit participants whose T- 
cell counts are between 200-500, and who 
have taken AZT for at least 4 months but no 
longer than 1 year. No prior ddl or ddC use is 
allowed. There are also limited spaces for par¬ 
ticipants who have never taken any anti¬ 
retroviral drugs.

The Mary Fisher Show 
Plays Well at AMC Church in L.A

It is not too farfetched to say 
that in the Los Angeles 
African-American community, 
the First AME Church is 
bedrock, more important than 
any transitory local or national 
figure. Presidents and presi¬ 
dential hopefuls have come 
thousands of miles to woo the 
Reverend Cecil “Chip” Murray 
and his 8,500 member con¬ 
gregation. 

So it was with some trepi¬ 
dation that Mary Fisher 
donned the black robes of the 
First AME’s guest speaker 
Sunday, November 14. Care¬ 
ful to place her glittering red 
AIDS awareness ribbon on 
the outside, and aware she 
had a message about AIDS 
the congregation might not 
want to hear, Fisher marched 
up to the pulpit at 10 a.m. to 
the rocking gospel sounds of 
the powerful choir and the 
hand-clapping 1,800-member 
congregation. 

Fisher is the former house¬ 
wife who reached national 
prominence when she spoke 
as a person with HIV before 
the 1992 Republican Conven¬ 
tion in Houston, bringing 
tears to some of the eyes of 
conventioneers who had earli¬ 
er applauded Pat Buchanan. 
As a white, wealthy, blond¬ 
haired mother of two small 
children — and the daughter 
of a prominent Republican fi¬ 
nancial backer — Fisher was a 
palatable PWA, even for the 
GOP. Fisher was almost 
alone in rising above the air 
of intolerance in Houston as 
she pleaded with Republicans 
for and end to the intolerance 
so often directed against peo¬ 
ple with HIV and AIDS, and 
used herself as proof that ev¬ 
eryone is at risk for the infec¬ 
tion. She subsequently re¬ 
placed Magic Johnson on the 
national AIDS Commission, 
when Johnson complained 
then-President Bush was ig¬ 
noring the commission’s 
work. 

Dispelling secret fears 

From the moment she ar¬ 
rived at the First AME 
Church, Fisher was made to 
feel welcome. Murray and 
several other ministers knelt 
and prayed with her in full 
view of the congregation — 
dispelling in a moment any 
secret fears that one could 
“catch” HIV through casual 
contact. 

Fisher’s sermon revolved 
around the Biblical story of 
Job, who had everything tak¬ 
en away from him but still 


praised God. She related Job’s 
experience to that of Jews 
during the Holocaust, blacks 
during slavery and lynchings, 
and gays and others with 
AIDS today. 

“[The] virus that eventually 
pushes us to AIDS doesn’t 
care what color or gender or 
age we are,” she told the con¬ 
gregation. “It doesn’t care if 
we are homosexual or hetero¬ 
sexual, promiscuous or 
monogamous, Baptists or 
Jews. It does not care if our 
name is John or Betty, Ryan 
or Arthur, Magic or Mary. To 
be human is all that’s re¬ 
quired of these pilgrims on 
the road to AIDS. 

“Those who are HIV-posi¬ 
tive know what it means to 
be judged less than human. It 
was not hooded riders who 
burned to the ground the

family’s home where children 
had AIDS; it was the church¬ 
going neighbors. But the fire 
was just as hot and just as an¬ 
gry. And it was not a county 
sheriff who stripped naked 
the gay young man in the 
locker room and branded the 
word AIDS on his body; it 
was his high school football 
team. But the wounds are just 
as deep, and his mind is just 
as broken. 

“And when the pilgrims 
passed slowly by the church 
and temple, they did not need 
to read a sign, ‘No Virus Ad¬ 
mitted Here.’ They’d already 
heard the message, thundered 
from a hundred pulpits, that 
AIDS is ‘God’s judgement.’ 
Men on their deathbed, des¬ 
perate for a taste of God’s 
comfort, have been told that 
they deserve their disease. 
Women with AIDS have been 
treated as if they are guilty 
and stained, less than human, 
beyond the reach of God’s 
grace. 

“We, in the religious com¬ 


munities, took in God’s sweet 
grace and somehow sent out 
our own mean judgement — as 
if those who die of heart dis¬ 
ease or cancer, or even shoot¬ 
ing and bombings, are some¬ 
how more loved by God than 
those who bear my virus.” 

Justice like a river 

“I do not believe that some 
of us are less than human for 
the color of our skin or for 
the virus in our veins,” she 
continued, “because I believe 
we are all God’s children. 
Therefore, when justice rolls 
down like a river, it will wash 
not only the back of the slave 
who did not ask for his beat¬ 
ing but also the fevered brow 
of the patient who did not ask 
for his virus.” 

When Fisher completed 
her sermon, the congregation 
rose with thunderous ap¬ 
plause, some smiling, many 
with tears streaming down 
their faces. 

“I attended an affair later 
that evening and that’s all 
people were talking about,” 
First AME minister Rev¬ 
erend Leonard Jackson told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “It’s 
something people need to dis¬ 
cuss. And quite often, we 
have ghosts in our closets and 
we don’t talk about it. There 
isn’t a person who hasn’t been 
touched personally by AIDS. 

“I’ve personally experi¬ 
enced this. My brother is in 
the last stages of AIDS. 

“Let’s just say [Fisher’s] 
talk was real timely. And I 
know the tears people were 
shedding were not necessarily 
tears of sympathy but tears of 
understanding. 

“This was Jesus’s attitude 
when he reached out to the 
lepers,” Jackson said. “Heal 
the sick. We look at AIDS as 
the leprosy of this time. It just 
so happened to affect the so 
called ‘untouchables’ first. We 
found they’re not untouchable 
at all.” 

Fisher has collected her 
speeches and sermons into a 
book called Sleep With the 
Angels: A Mother Challenges 
AIDS, which will benefit her 
Washington, D.C.-based AIDS 
Family Network, an organi¬ 
zation designed to build aware¬ 
ness of the disease. She has 
another project in the works 
which will honor unheralded 
AIDS caregivers.

Scientologists and Gays: 
What Do They Think of Us?

“He [the homosexual] is 
also so far from normal and 
so extremely dangerous to so¬ 
ciety that the tolerance of 
perversion is as thoroughly 
bad for society as punishment 
for it.” 

“He [the homosexual] does 
his best to upset and wreak 
havoc (this is the level of the 
pervert, the homosexual).” 

—L. Ron Hubbard, founder 
of Scientology, and author of 
Dianetics 


The Church of Scientology 
is the fastest growing religion 
worldwide. Semi-famous 
members, including Leif Gar¬ 
ret and Frank Stallone, speak 
glowingly of its virtues and of 
the far-sightedness of 
founder/guru L. Ron Hub¬ 
bard. Hubbard’s self-help 
book Dianetics is a kind of 
gospel to his followers, which 
has been preached at huge 
rallies as far away as Moscow 
and Beijing. To Scientologists 
it is a way of focusing better 
and enjoying life more; to its 
detractors it is a cult, and ac¬ 
cording to 20/20, receives the 
most complaints from ex¬ 
members of any religious 
group (followed by the 
Church of Satan and the In¬ 
ternational Church of Christ). 

With so many “churches” 
lining up against lesbian and 
gay rights, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter was curious about the 
Church of Scientology and its 
stand on homosexuality. But 
when a representative at the 
Scientology center in San 
Francisco was asked about it, 
he said that the question was 
too general, but that the 
church has “homosexual 
members.” 


After persistent question¬ 
ing about whether Hubbard 
took a stand on the issue, the 
representative finally grabbed 
a copy of Dianetics, flipped 
through the pages, and said 
the information could not be 
found at the moment. 


When asked again, the rep¬ 
resentative said that the 
Church of Scientology does 
not force its members to do 
anything they would not want 


to do; asked one more time, 
the representative insisted 
that the question was an¬ 
swered; after one more time, 
he labeled this reporter unco¬ 
operative and unwilling to lis¬ 
ten. 


About Scientology 

On the surface, The 
Church of Scientology pre¬ 
sents itself as a new religion 
that incorporates people from 
all religious backgrounds: it’s 
a concept that also wins con¬ 
verts to the Unification 
Church and the Bah’ai faith, 
as well as to hundreds of 
“new age teachers.” And al¬ 
though it does not have its 
own infomercial — yet — Dia¬ 
netics is heavily advertised 
on late night television, in 
commercials that feature a 
computer-generated image of 
a huge volcano trembling and 
shooting a red burst of lava. 
Scientologists say the symbol 
isn’t phallic, since they shun 
sexual immorality. 


Visitors who are curious 
enough about Scientology to 
visit the center are offered a 
test, comprised of about 200 
questions that purport to eval¬ 
uate their characters. On a 
hunch, this reporter only read 
two questions on the prof¬ 
fered test — one of which was 
“Do you sleep well at night?” 
— and filled in the blanks at 
random. Completing the pa¬ 
perwork in less than two min¬ 
utes left enough time to grab 
a copy of Dianetics, flip to 
the index, check under the 
letter “h,” and locate the page 
with Hubbard’s feelings about 
homosexuals. 

There, on page 135, Hub¬ 
bard wrote that “the sexual 
pervert” — a term he uses for 
anyone who deviates in any 
way from intragenerational 
heterosexuality — is actually 
quite ill physically. Other 
Hubbard books also dealt 
with homosexuality, usually 
referred to as “perversion.” 


The results of the random¬ 
ly answered test came, in the 
form of a computer-generated 
graph. The analysis, accord¬ 
ing to the representative, re¬ 
vealed a person who does not 


pay attention, does not trust 
people, and refuses to listen 
to any other point of view. In 
other words, the exact profile 
deliberately presented before 
the test, and upon which the 
representative had comment¬ 
ed. However, it was also re¬ 
vealed, there was good news: 
the profile showed that, with 
enough Scientology, the test 
subject could be changed. 

Instead, the test subject ex¬ 
cused himself and left. ▼

California Takes a Stand 
Against Anti-Gay Discrimination

The billion-dollar Califor¬ 
nia Public Employee’s Retire¬ 
ment Fund and the State 
Teacher’s Retirement Sys¬ 
tem, holders of an estimated 
950,000 shares of Cracker Bar¬ 
rel Old Country Stores will 


cast their votes in favor of a 
gay job rights resolution intro¬ 
duced by the company’s 
shareholders. 

“California law specifically 
prohibits discrimination 
against gays and lesbians in 
the workplace,” said Con¬ 
troller Gray Davis, a PERS/ 


STRS trustee, who proposed 
the anti-discrimination resolu¬ 
tion. “It is appropriate for Cal¬ 
ifornia’s pension funds to flex 
their economic muscles to 
strengthen the principle 
whenever possible. 

“Practicing discrimination 
at the workplace is bad for 
business.” 

The shareholders’ resolu¬ 
tion to adopt gay job rights 
protections in the 100-restau- 
rant/gift shop chain, which op¬ 
erates in the South and Mid¬ 
west, was proposed by the 
New York City Employees 
Retirement System. 

The move follows two 
years of protests by gay and 
other civil rights groups about 
the company’s ban on lesbian 
and gay workers adopted in 
1991. At least a dozen compa¬ 
ny employees have been fired 
because of their sexual orien¬ 
tation so far. 

' 'We must send a message'' 

“I’m pleased that the retire¬ 
ment funds are taking this 
step,” San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor Carole Migden told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “We 
must send a message that dis¬ 
criminating against workers 
because they are lesbian or 
gay is not acceptable. I’m 
proud that California is join¬ 
ing with New York in leading 
this effort.”

ViRx Inc., a private clinical research center, is recruiting for a Phase I and a Phase III clinical trial 
for HIV infection. 

A Phase I clinical trial of curdlan sulfate (CRDS), an investigational anti-HIV drug being devel¬ 
oped by a Japanese pharmaceutical company, to assess the safety and tolerance of CRDS. Par¬ 
ticipants must be HIV-positive with T-cell counts below 500.

Domestic Partnership 
Proposed in L.A.

Since 1989, Los Angeles 
has granted limited benefits — 
bereavement and sick leave — 
to unmarried domestic part¬ 
ners, but that isn’t good 
enough for openly lesbian 
City Councilperson Jackie 
Goldberg. On Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 16, Goldberg pro¬ 
posed an improved domestic 
partnership policy, including 
health insurance, for all un¬ 
married city employees. 

Domestic partnership, “a 
matter of simple equity,” had 
been a central promise of 
Goldberg’s campaign. It will 
benefit not only Goldberg and 
her longtime partner Sharon 
Strickland, but other same- 
sex and non-married hetero¬ 
sexual couples and their de¬ 
pendent children. Under the 
plan, city employees who 
have lived with a partner for 
at least a year may register 
with the city for medical and 
dental benefits. 

A study submitted by the 
city Personnel Department in¬ 
cluded national surveys which 
found that only about one 
percent of eligible municipal 
employees apply for domestic 
partner benefits, according to 
a report in the Los Angeles 
Times. A 1987 city survey 
found that 4.2 percent of city 
employees live with people to 
whom they are not married. 
The Times concluded that 
about 520 employees might 
take advantage of the policy. 

To date, about six of the 
40 city employee unions have 
signed up for the bereave¬ 
ment and sick leave, the

Times reports. Of an estimat¬ 
ed 14,000 workers in those 
unions, about 20 couples have 
registered for the benefits. 

Goldberg estimates that 
the plan would cost roughly 
$1 million a year. City budget 
watcher and Councilmember 
Zev Yaroslavsky, who second¬ 
ed Goldberg’s proposal, told 
the Times the policy is need¬ 
ed regardless of cost. 

“It’s something that is right 
and sound policy,” Yaro¬ 
slavsky told the Times. “We 
have a number of employees 
who are not married but who 
have partners and their rela¬ 
tionships are every bit as 
important to them. The time 
has come to recognize these 
individuals as families with 
hopes and aspirations just like 
everyone else’s.” 

“The city should be a mod¬ 
el of non-discriminatory prac¬ 
tices,” Goldberg told the 
Times. “We should lead. I 
was surprised when I got 
here that this was not already 
done.” She expects unmarried 
heterosexuals to benefit more 
from the policy because “there 
are just more of them.” T

Estimate: AIDS Will Cost Global 
Economy $350 Billion by Year 2000

SEATTLE — The cost of a 
possible AIDS epidemic in 
Asia threatens to undercut 
the benefits of any increased 
trade among Pacific Rim na¬ 
tions, healthcare professionals 
warned a gathering of govern¬ 
ment leaders and trade ex¬ 
perts Wednesday, November 
17. 

While dignitaries from 15 
Pacific Rim countries dis¬ 
cussed the expansion of their 
markets and the reduction of 
trade barriers, health officials 
warned that the World Health 
Organization had estimated 
the number of AIDS cases in 
Asia would grow from one 
million in 1993 to more than 
ten million by the end of the 
century. 

$9 billion just in Thailand 

‘Asia-Pacific countries are 


experiencing the [rapid] rate 
of HIV transmission that the 
United States had in the late 
1970s and early 1980s,” said 
Dr. Ann Marie Kimball, a 
University of Washington 
health professor. 

She said university ana¬ 
lysts estimated that medical 
expenses and loss of produc¬ 
tion by people with AIDS 
would cost the global econo¬ 


my at least $350 billion by the 
year 2000. 

The government of Thai¬ 
land alone has projected a po¬ 
tential $9 billion AIDS-related 
loss to its economy by the 
year 2000, she said. 

The warning was ad¬ 
dressed to participants of the 
Asia-Pacific Economic Coop¬ 
eration forum meeting in 
Seattle. ▼

Condom Failure May Reach 
30 Percent Among Straights

New studies show that 
condoms provide less protec¬ 
tion against infection from 
HIV than earlier thought. Re¬ 
search reveals an average fail¬ 
ure rate of 31 percent among 
heterosexual couples, show¬ 
ing the need for awareness of 
bodily fluid transmission and 
the need to withdraw from a 
partner before ejaculating. 

Epidemiologist Dr. Susan 
Weller from the University of 
Texas Medical School at 
Galveston summarized the re¬ 
sults from all 11 studies pub¬ 
lished in scientific journals 
worldwide that examined 
how effectively condoms pre¬ 
vented the spread of HIV 
from one person infected 
with the virus to another un¬ 
infected partner. [“A Meta- 
Analysis of Condom Effec¬ 
tiveness in Reducing Sexually 
Transmitted HIV” Social Sci¬ 
ence Medicine 36: 1635-1644.] 

The 31 percent average 
condom failure rate was far 
higher than most experts had 
predicted from laboratory 
tests. Among the studies com¬ 
piled by Weller, failure 
ranged from as high as 64 
percent to as low as 18 per¬ 
cent. 

‘‘It is a disservice to en¬ 
courage the belief that con¬ 
doms [alone] will prevent sex¬ 
ual transmission of HIV?’ Dr. 
Weller wrote. “Condoms will 
not eliminate the risk of sex¬ 
ual transmission and, in fact, 
only lower risk somewhat.” 

She noted that the belief 
condoms would stop HIV 
spread 90 percent of the time 
arises from the nearly 90 per¬ 
cent effective rate of condoms 
in preventing pregnancy as 
well as from the results of 
laboratory tests. However, 
possible HIV leakage through 
condoms or other problems is 
best determined not by labo¬ 
ratory studies, but by studies 
that look at the actual rates of 
HIV transmission when cou¬ 
ples use condoms. These re¬ 
sults call into question re¬ 


liance on laboratory tests that 
showed much lower failure 
rates. 

A statistical analysis of all 
studies published before July 
1990 showed three common 
factors: 1) study populations 
were comprised of heterosex¬ 
ual couples in which one part¬ 
ner was HIV-infected and the 
other was not; 2) the HIV sta¬ 
tus had been determined by 
blood tests, rather than self- 
reports; and 3) couples that 
chose to use condoms, and 
those that did not, were iden¬ 
tified. The studies involved 
593 partners of HIV-infected 
people. 

How often the uninfected 
partner contracted HIV when 
using condoms was compared 
to the rates of infection for 
those who chose not to pro¬ 
tect themselves. A statistical 
summary of the data showed 
that previously uninfected 
partners who chose not to 
protect themselves contracted 
HIV at a rate two-thirds more 
often than those using con¬ 
doms. However, infection was 
transmitted a third as often 
even when using condoms, 
possibly revealing a 31 per¬ 
cent rate of ineffectiveness. 

Dr. Weller cautioned that 
these results should be 
viewed tentatively because of 
limitations in the 11 original 
studies she analyzed. Howev¬ 
er, the effectiveness of con¬ 
doms should not be overesti¬ 
mated. She commented that 
it is misinformation to claim 
one is fully protected from 
potential HIV infection when 


using a condom. These results 
show condoms reduce risk 
much less than earlier be¬ 
lieved. 

The safest sex is still non- 
intrusive, and ejaculation 
should never occur when still 
inside one’s partner. ▼

tack of the religious right as 
well as to forge ahead with 
pro-active measures like mu¬ 
nicipal and state human 
rights protections. 

“The exact state of our po¬ 
litical muscle is that we can¬ 
not win or come anywhere 
close to winning through the 
legislative process.... We have 
to create that kind of political 
machine,” said Melinda Paras, 
San Francisco Department of 
Health commissioner and for¬ 
mer Deputy Director at San 
Francisco’s Shanti Project.

The recent successes of 
anti-gay measures in Cincin¬ 
nati, Lewiston, Maine, and 
Portsmouth, New Hampshire, 
underscored the urgency of 
creating an infrastructure and 
becoming a stronger force 


against the attack of the right. 

“The referenda and other 
types of popular vote in re¬ 
gard to minority rights need 
to be addressed through skil¬ 
ful public education cam¬ 
paigns rather than simply be¬ 
ing fought one by one in the 
courts,” said William Kelley, 
chair of the Cook County Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission in 
Illinois. “Particularly if we are 
a part of human rights agen¬ 
cies, as I am, the repeal effort 
has a direct impact on our ef¬ 
fectiveness.” 

Dale McCormick, who is 
serving her second term as 
state senator in Maine, saw 
firsthand the loss in Lewiston, 
which is not far from her leg¬ 
islative district. 

Part of the solution, she 
said, will be to increase the 
self-esteem of gays and les¬ 
bians in an effort to bring 
more people out of the closet 
and continue to break down 
stereotypes. 

“The lesson I gain from 
Lewiston is that we have to 
organize, organize, organize 
in the gay community and 
help people come out, help 
people learn to stand up on 
their hind legs and write a let¬ 
ter, and make sure everybody 
knows who’s getting hurt 
when they vote like that,” Mc¬ 
Cormick said. “People don’t 
know it — not in Lewiston, 
Maine. That’s why we lost it. 
Gay people weren’t out 
enough.” 

NGLTF, in addition to 
turning more attention to the 
state and local levels, will be 
addressing workplace issues, 
Radecic said, with the goal of 
creating work environments 
where gays and lesbians feel 
safe coming out, without the 
fear of losing their jobs. 

“All these issues are inter¬ 
connected,” she said. “You’ve 
got to give people media train¬ 
ing to get better at passing 
state and civil rights bills, and 
then try to provide them with 
safe work environments... All 
this stuff has got to work 
together.” V 


AIDS Is Now the Leading 
Killer of Young American Males 

CDC Estimates 33,590 AIDS Deaths Last Year

ATLANTA (UPI) - AIDS 
has become the leading cause 
of death of men between the 
ages of 25 and 44, and is the 
fourth leading cause of death 
for women in that age group, 
government health officials 
reported Thursday, November 
18. 

Since 1991, the disease 
moved up from the second- 
most common killer of young 
men and up one notch from 
fifth as a leading killer of 
young women. 

AIDS also moved up to 
eighth place, from ninth, 
among the ten leading causes 
of death in the overall popula¬ 
tion, the federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion said. 

The agency said AIDS 
gained its higher ranking as a 
major killer disease in 1992, 
based on recently compiled 
data from death certificates 
filed in all 50 states and the 
District of Columbia. 

AIDS now surpasses acci¬ 
dents, heart disease, cancer, 
homicide, suicide, liver dis¬ 
ease, stroke, diabetes, and in¬ 
fluenza-pneumonia as a cause 
of death of men aged 25-44. 
Among women of that age 
group only cancer, accidents, 
and heart disease killed more 
victims than AIDS.

Susan Chu of the CDC’s 
Center for Infectious Diseases 
said AIDS accounts for one in 
every five deaths of young 
men and one in 14 of deaths 
among young women in the 
United States. 


Steady, dramatic increase 

“The death rate from HIV 
infection for persons aged 25- 
44 years has steadily and dra¬ 
matically increased during 
the past ten years, compared 
with death rates for most oth¬ 
er leading causes of death,” 
the CDC said. 

It rose from 0.6 per 100,000 
deaths in 1982 to 51.8 deaths 
per 100,000 among men in 
1992, and from 0.1 per 100,000 
deaths in 1982 to 7.8 per 
100,000 deaths among women 
in 1992. 

“The AIDS death rate in the 
25-44 age groups is particular¬ 
ly significant,” said Chu, 


because that group of young 
people “represents about 55 
percent of our work force”

and those deaths result in a 
nationwide loss of productiv¬ 
ity. 


In the overall population, 
the ten leading causes of 
death in 1992 were:

•accidents; 

•influenza and pneumonia; 
•diabetes; 

•AIDS and HIV disease; 
•suicide; and 
•homicide. 


Last year, an estimated 
33,590 people died of AIDS, 
73 percent of whom were be¬ 
tween 25 and 44. The death 
rate from HIV infection in 
1992 for people in the 25-44 
age group was three times as 
high for black men as for 
white men and 12 times as

Politics 101: Poll Watching 

Oregon Gays Lose Vote, Get Experience

KEIZER, OREGON - Po¬ 
litical novices in the gay 
rights movement found them¬ 
selves pitted against a well- 
oiled organization from the 
religious right during Keizer, 
Oregon’s voting on an anti¬ 
gay rights ordinance last 
month. 

But according to the gay 
community’s poll-watchers, 
they learned some valuable 
lessons that will help in fu¬ 
ture fights for equal rights. 

“We were all pretty much 
disappointed by the results,” 
said Anne Bounds, a shipping 
and receiving clerk who was 
on her second outing as a 
poll-watching community ac¬ 
tivist. “But we have to put it 
in perspective with how 
much effort we put into it.” 

Voters on November 9 
passed Keizer Measure 24-3, 
which prohibits the city from 
enforcing laws extending mi¬ 
nority status based on homo¬ 
sexuality or expending funds 
to promote homosexuality. 
The final tally in this suburb 
of the state capital of Salem 
was 4,586 “Yes” (55 percent) 
to 3, 748 “No” (45 percent). 

The measure was one of a 
dozen recent anti-gay rights 
referendums passed in Ore¬ 
gon cities and counties. 

The conservative group 
Oregon Citizens Alliance ini¬ 
tiated the local measures after 
its similar statewide initiative 
— Measure 9 — was rejected by 
57 percent of the voters in 
November, 1992. That refer¬ 
endum would have labeled 
homosexuality as abnormal 
and perverse and would have 
required state and local gov¬ 
ernments to discourage it. 

OCA leader Lon Mabon 
revised the measure, with less 
offensive language, and has 
been presenting it in local 
communities that voted in fa¬ 
vor of Measure 9. 

Although the legislature 
recently passed a law prevent¬ 
ing enforcement of such anti¬ 
gay rights measures in local 
communities, the courts have 
allowed the elections to con¬ 
tinue. 

Just the beginning 

Reviewing what appeared 
to be a tidal wave of success¬ 
ful OCA-sponsored “Sons of 
9” elections, Salem-area gay 
rights activists formed the 
Equal Rights Political Action 
Committee to fight the Keizer 
measure, a possible county¬ 
wide vote next spring, and a 
November, 1994, statewide 
ballot measure. 

Bounds, who chaired the 
local “No on 9” chapter, said 
she met with two other local 
activists to plan their poll¬ 
watching strategy. 

“A lot of us were novices 
at this,” she said. Lists of 
polling stations and voters 
who had been identified as 
sympathetic were divided be¬ 
tween Cary, a gay man; Bob 
French, a straight man; and 
Bounds, a lesbian. Each 
would visit polling places, 
identify which voters had not 
yet arrived to mark their bal¬ 
lots, and then phone people to 
get out the vote. 

“We had a good idea this 
would be close,” said Bounds, 
stressing the importance of 
good poll-watching. 

During a strategy session, 

1 cneh noted he had original¬ 
ly planned to “do this alone, 
with letters to the editor and 


talking to people 1 know.” 

Bounds saw Keizer as a 
likely place to stem the tide 
of successes in the Sons of 9 
elections. 

“Most of the other cities 
and counties passing these 
laws had also passed Measure 
9,” she said. “They were a nat¬ 
ural breeding ground for 
these referendums.” 

“We don’t really know 
why they chose Keizer,” said 
Bounds, noting the communi¬ 
ty had voted against Measure 
9 last year. She speculated the 
city might have been selected 
as a “testing ground to see if 
attitudes are changing here.” 

The two men took their 
lists and headed for polling 
places at various schools. 
Bounds headed for the two 
precinct polling stations at 
city hall. 

When asked by this re¬ 
porter how she was feeling at 
the moment, she quietly dead- 
panned, “I try not to attach 
feelings to this. My life is on 
the line.” 

Inside the room, with its 
clusters of red and white 
striped cardboard voting 
booths at either end of the 
council chambers, an inter¬ 
mittent stream of voters en¬ 
tered, signed in, and took 
their ballots to places of pri¬ 
vacy. Bounds moved from 
one table of officials to anoth¬ 
er, peeking at the sign-in 
sheets and checking off the 
names on her list. 

She was armed with a let¬ 
ter from county elections 
chief A1 Davidson, identifying 
her as an approved poll- 
watcher. 

“Some people looked at 
me funny,” she said, noting 
that “small elections don’t 
have as much poll-watching, 
and voters aren’t used to see¬ 
ing people checking off 
names on a list.” 

Parking lot straw polls 

In the parking lot, most 
voters declined to reveal what 
they thought of the measure. 
(The only other item on the 
ballot was a state sales tax — 
which voters overwhelmingly 
turned down for the ninth 
time.) 

One woman who voted 
against the anti-gay measure 
argued that it was based on 
religious beliefs of the OCA 
and she would not support a 
ban on equal rights for homo¬ 
sexuals because “it isn’t a dis¬ 
ease.” 

“My whole family is split 
down the middle on this is¬ 
sue,” she noted. 

Two women, who had not 
seen each other in months, 


took a few moments to share 
family news. They were dis¬ 
mayed to discover that they 
were on opposite sides of the 
gay question. 

“That Lon guy scares the 
hell out of me,” said another 
woman. “He goes off the deep 
end.” 

Another parking lot discus¬ 
sion found one man against 
“special rights” for homosex¬ 
uals. “It isn’t about special 
rights, but about equal rights 
in employment and housing,” 
said another. 

“I just hope this whole 
thing teaches my child not to 
be prejudiced against any¬ 
body,” said another woman. 

One man said he felt the 
wording of the measure was 
so vague and “they didn’t go 
into depth how they would 
do it.” 

An exercise in futility? 

“We started our poll-watch¬ 
ing about 3:30 p.m. and fin¬ 
ished three hours later,” said 
Bounds, noting the shortage 
of volunteers and available 
phones made it difficult for 
the small group to get their 
phone calls completed. 

“It took longer than we 
originally anticipated,” she 
noted. “That whole process 
depends on the flow of voters. 
We had to wait for a look at 
the books, while people were 
signing in.” 

Offering advice to other 
gay rights activists, she said, 
“To do that effectively we 
needed five or six people to 
make calls before the polls 
closed. We didn’t have any¬ 
body that wanted to do that.” 

“In one sense, it was an ex¬ 
ercise in futility,” she lament¬ 
ed. “But it gave us a sense of 
whether or not people we 
identified as ‘No’ voters were 
going out to vote.” 

County officials estimated 
55 percent of eligible voters 
cast ballots in the election. 
Bounds said she had checked 
off approximately 35 percent 
of her list as having voted. 

Bounds agreed with a 
statewide gay rights activist, 
Julie Davis, who told the 
press on election night that 
recent local votes don’t show 
that the OCA has broadened 
its level of support. 

Davis had also been watch¬ 
ing a similar vote in the city 
of Oregon City, which went 
against the gay community on 
a 1,239-1,117 (53 percent-47 
percent) tally. 

“Most Oregonians want a 
state where we can live to¬ 
gether,” said Davis. “That was 
before the OCA started to 
push people’s hot buttons.” ▼

for his sexual orientation, 
from the forties on. 

Edmund White: That’s 
right. Most gay writers up un¬ 
til then were middle-class, 
presenting homosexuality as a 
kind of illness that required 
compassion on the part of the 
reader, but Genet was un- 
apologetic and probably more 
eager to intimidate the reader 
than to placate him. He was 
very “in your face.” 

You call Genet a moralist, 
with his own moral system, 
to which he adhered with a 


rigid intensity But you 
couldn’t ever call him politi¬ 
cally correct. 

No, but I think you can’t 
call politically correct people 
entirely moral, either. To me, 
a moralist is somebody who 
is true to his own idiosyncrat¬ 
ic conscience, not somebody 
who subscribes to a party 
line. Genet is a moralist in the 
sense that he is always look¬ 
ing at the behavior of his 
characters or his friends in 
terms of what significance it 
has, on both an aesthetic and 


an ethical scale. Sometimes 
the aesthetic entirely replaces 
the ethical. Politically correct 
people care not at all about 
aesthetics, only about ethics, 
and then only about a code, a 
group ethic, not their own in¬ 
dividual conscience. 

“Beauty was Genet’s ulti¬ 
mate measuring rod.” 

Yes, but then again I 
wouldn’t want in his late 
work, in Prisoner of Love, to 
denigrate the seriousness of 
his political commitment. I

Family Values' 

Camp for 
the '90s

U ntil the post-mod¬ 
ernist wave crashed 
upon the shores of 
mainstream cine¬ 
ma, queer folk had a near 
monopoly on camp. Now ev¬ 
eryone, even the creators of 
action films like The Last 
Action Hero and Demolition 
Man, has got a self-reflexive 
sense of humor. 

Movies are so busy dishing 
pop culture, most often other 
movies, that there is hardly 
time left for a story.

T he fact that Charles 
Busch wore a dress 
for a living never real¬ 
ly pleased the aunt 
who rais'ed him.

nal series?), based, of course, 
on the cartoons by Charles 
Addams, is an exercise in 
nonstop inanity. It’s camp for 
the ’90s, post-modern in the 
conventional sense — and as 
queer as can be at the core. 

Written by gay writer Paul 
Rudnick (Jeffrey; Social Dis¬ 
eases), Addams Family Val¬ 
ues scored well with audi¬ 
ences, proving yet again that 
America is queer at heart, 
whether it knows it or not. 

Addams Family Values i s 
as slaphappy as a ’30s come¬ 
dy, as chastely raunchy as 
Batman Returns, and loaded 
with juvenile humor that, if 
not exactly witty, on the bal¬ 
ance engenders more chuck¬ 


les than groans. An added 
bonus, particularly for the 
ever-burgeoning TV-series-to- 
film genre (I’ll know it’s time 
to retire the day someone re¬ 
leases a Family Matters fea¬ 


ture), Addams II actually has 
a plot. 

Joan Cusack, as goofy, if 
less mechanically sophisticat¬ 
ed, than she was in Toys, 
plays a scheming nanny, a.k.a.

She’s come to 
Addams manor after Uncle 
Fester’s (Christopher Lloyd) 
fortune. 

Ooky Mess 

Addams Family Values i s

Variety reported that a 
screening of TriStar Pictures’ 
new film Philadelphia was 
recently held for President 
and Mrs. Clinton at the 
White House. The film is 
about a gay lawyer with 
AIDS who sues his employer 
when he is fired because of 
his illness. “It wasn’t that long 
ago that White House occu¬ 
pants wouldn’t even mention 
the word AIDS, much less 
screen a movie about it,” Va¬ 
riety said. Rumored to be in 
attendance were director 
Jonathan Demme, stars 
Tom Hanks and Denzel 
Washington, as well as oth¬ 
er big-name cast members in¬ 
cluding Joanne Woodward 
and Clinton family friend 
Mary Steenburgen. 

A call to one of the film’s 
publicists got a testy re¬ 
sponse. “I don’t know how 
that got into Variety at all. It 
was a private affair at the 
White House.” Another publi¬ 
cist said it was shown at the 
Clintons’ request, but TriStar 
would not comment further, 
stating that “we don’t com¬ 
ment on private screenings.” 
Too bad — there are two out, 
gay actors in the film (David 
Drake, who plays Hanks’ 
best friend, and Ron 
Vawter, who is also out 
about his HIV-positive status 
and who ironically plays one 
of Hanks’ employers) and I 
wondered why the two actors 
in a project so much about 
their own community weren’t 
taken along to meet the Pres¬ 
ident? We’ll never know. 


(Drake, in fact, was unaware 
the trip had occurred until I 
called to ask him if he’d been 
invited.) 

If I wanted to know more, 
TriStar said, I’d have to call 
the White House. So I did. Af-

ter three days of unreturned 
calls and faxes to the White 
House press office, I did what 
any gay San Franciscan hav¬ 
ing trouble with Washington 
would do — I called the office 
of our friend Representative 
Nancy Pelosi, and they en¬ 
abled me to get through to 
the President’s person in 
charge of minority media 
(that’s us, kids). She “didn’t re¬ 
call seeing” my faxed infor¬ 
mation request or numerous 
messages, and informed me 
rather patronizingly that since 
the President was in Seattle 
for the economic summit, she 
wouldn’t be able to get a com¬ 
ment on what he thought of 
the film. “I assume he enjoyed 
it,” she said. 

I called Mrs. Clinton’s of¬ 
fice for her reaction. “We han¬ 
dle her public schedule; we 
don’t ask her about private 
events. Sometimes she’ll casu¬ 
ally mention what she 


thought of a film. She said 
she liked The Age of Inno¬ 
cence.” Yes, well, screening 
another of those omnipresent 
“furniture movies” doesn’t 
hold the subtle political mean¬ 
ing of asking to see a movie 
like Philadelphia. Even get¬ 
ting a “no comment” out of 
the White House was like 
pulling teeth — it sure made 
me glad to be a humble info¬ 
tainment reporter and not a 
hapless political reporter. 

The film’s marketing peo¬ 
ple have been insistent that 
“It’snof an AIDS film!” Well, 
it is about a man with AIDS, 
isn’t it? They’re afraid a 
“downbeat” description of the 
film will drive away audi¬ 
ences, and that’s why the ad¬ 
vertising campaign plays up 
the film’s always-salable 
“courtroom drama” aspect.

Philadelphia will premiere in 
the City of Brotherly Love on 
December 22, and will open 
the same day in New York 
and LA (to qualify for the Os¬ 
cars) before being released na¬ 
tionwide in January. 

I don’t understand point 
systems, review panel scor¬ 
ing, or political infighting 
amongst local members of 
AIDS, Inc. I do understand 
that AIDS Benefit Counselors 
has helped friends who would 
have otherwise been lost in 
the state and federal benefits 
system.

Rhino's 'The Well of Horniness' 

Lezbo Burlesque

S ometimes you get 
lucky and one night 
leaves you wanting 
more. That’s the case 
with Theater Rhino’s Studio 
production of The Well of 
Horniness, an exuberant 
romp by NEA hit-list play¬ 
wright Holly Hughes. I 
haven’t laughed so hard since 
reading a personals ad in 
which the advertiser de¬ 
scribed herself as spiritually 
aware, politically conscious, 
intelligent, compassionate — 
and, by the way, no fat chicks 
need apply. 

The title of the play is, of 
course, a take on Radclyffe 
Hall’s infamous classic, The 
Well of Loneliness. While ar¬ 
guing for tolerance for “in¬ 
verts,” the novel predicted 
lives of grim misery for all of 
them. Hughes spoofs this 
stereotype of lesbian life in 
Horniness, and every other 
dykesploitation cliche as well: 
Girls Behind Bars, Perverted 
Nurses, the Deepest Secret of 
the Sorority... 

Janis Cosor, as what the 
program notes call The Voice 
of Creativity, delivers the 
Mickey Spillane-esque narra¬ 
tion perfectly. Horniness 
takes place in the Narrator’s 
imagination and heroine Vic¬ 
ki’s dreamworld; hence, cer¬ 
tain touches are more than 


reminiscent of Dallas, Pey¬ 
ton Place, pulp novels of the 
‘50s, radio serials, B-movies, 
comic strips, with music from 
Mission Impossible and other 
signature elements of Amer¬ 
ican popular culture. The end¬ 
ing — an abrupt stop rather 
than a completion — particu¬ 
larly owes something to Dal¬ 
las. 

In “a small town, any 
town, where every Wednes¬ 
day is Prince Spaghetti 
night,” would-be word proces-

sor (forget the anachronism, 
it’s a dream, right?) Vicky 
(Corey Steib) comes face to 


face with her lurid lesbian 
past in the person of her fi¬ 
ance’s sister Georgette (Laurie 
Bushman). Jana Barber is 
wonderful as fiance Rod, a 
carpet salesman and en¬ 
trepreneur whose bounding 
energy can’t be contained in 
his plaid polyester suit. 

Sooner than you can say 
Sappho, Georgette is shot 
dead, scorned lover Babs is 
missing, Vicki is on the lam, 
and dyke dick Garnet McClit 
is on the job. “Somewhere in 
the deep recesses of her 
mind,” the Narrator intones 
as Vicki heads for the nearby 
majestic Catatonics, “she 
knew she was the heroine 
and could not be killed off.” 


The usually ebullient Mimi = 
Freed is somewhat subdued 
as McClit, all the more sur¬ 
prising in a show where ev¬ 
eryone else is appropriately 
way over the top. Jennifer 
Fitch is ravishingly sultry as 
Babs, hat-check girl, general 
bad girl, and ubiquitous Kelly 
Girl. As with any good radio 
serial, the first act leaves you 
hanging just as Babs is about 
to deliver the coup de grace 
to the helpless, hapless Vicki. 


Just in case we were taking 
a smidgin of this seriously, 
the second act opens with its 
own deconstruction. The 
characters squabble about 


who is the lead, tell each oth¬ 
er off, proposition each other, 
and threaten the Voice of Cre¬ 
ativity with replacement by 
tape recorder. Then we’re 
back to business as unusual, 
with every possible bit of hu¬ 
mor being mined, from slap¬ 
stick to puns, a few Groucho 
Marxisms, oodles of zippy 
one-liners, tight ensemble 
work, good timing, and, oh 
yes, plenty of sex. This lezbo 
burlesque is a rollicking (gir- 
rrl) rriot, and if you’re not 
laughing, you’re in the wrong 
theatre. V

Fester is falling totally under 
the nanny’s influence, though 
it does rally at the end, when 
Wednesday turns things up¬ 
side down at Camp Chippe¬ 
wa, to which the Addamses 
have sent her and Pugsley. 

Barry Sonnenfeld is again 
at the Addams directorial 
helm, and once again his set 
glistens. The lighting, though 
its intensity doesn’t always 
match shot to shot within a 
scene, is brightly creepy, with 
heavy use of lavender gels for 
highlights (hidden symbol¬ 
ism?). The camera swoops 
around the mansion, often in 
pursuit of the frisky Thing, 
whose enchanting effects are 
employed more judiciously 
this time. 

Rudnick’s script is even 
more hyperactive than Son- 
nenfeld’s camera. When he 
isn’t borrowing bits from 
mainstream and cult movies 
(hope he sends a thank you 
note to John Waters for the 
lift from Female Trouble), 
he’s having a go at just about 
everything contemporary sub¬ 
urbia holds dear. Pokes at 
Michael Jackson and Amy 
Fisher were more timely than 
might have been expected 
when written, what with the 
updates in the two pop icons’ 
situations during the film’s 
opening week. 

A very funny send-up of 
Disney (in this Paramount 
picture) has its product as tor¬ 
ture for the misbehaving Ad¬ 
dams children, sent to their

summer camp’s “Harmony 
Hut,” along with a nerdy Jew¬ 
ish kid, for an attitude adjust¬ 
ment. Disney — specifically its 
film The Program, which 
the studio re-edited after 
some kids copied its stunts — 
had earlier come to my mind 
while watching the ingenious 
tortures the jealous Wednes¬ 
day and Pugsley devise for 
their new baby brother (Pu- 
bert, whom Morticia bears at 
the top of the film, without 
any anesthetic to fully appre¬ 
ciate the pain). 


Out on a Limb 

Rudnick goes out on a po¬ 
litically incorrect limb every 
so often, as with a scene in 
the summer camp’s play 
about the first Thanksgiving, 
staged by the male counselor, 
who’s really a frustrated 
Broadway musical writer-di¬ 


rector. In the part of Pocahon¬ 
tas, Wednesday berates the 
descendants of the Pilgrims 
(the assembled parents of her 
campmates) for sitting around 
eating hors d’oeuvres while 
her people end up living in 
trailer parks. 

The gag goes on long 
enough to set up a certain 
tension (at least in sensitive 
audiences), which then is re¬ 
leased when the Pilgrims get 
their comeuppance a few 
minutes later (except the real¬ 
ly sensitive, who might per¬ 
ceive the bit as yet another in¬ 
cidence of an oppressed 
group’s circumstances being 
co-opted for comedy). 

People don’t come to films 
like this for social enlighten¬ 
ment, though, and as it turns 
out the lowest of the lowbrow 
bits are what work the best. 
You know that any film vul¬ 
gar enough to include a musi¬ 
cal number starring a Thanks¬ 
giving turkey singing “Eat 
Me!” is trying its damnedest to 
entertain. 

Infinitely reckless, this Ad¬ 
dams feature recaptures more 
of the spoofy verve of Charles 
Addams’ cartoons than the 
first one (or even the TV 
show). It tweaks its audiences’ 
noses but ultimately aims to 
please. As for its sensibility, 
Addams Family Values is a 
reminder to all that although 
anyone can make a movie 
porno, only a queen can raise 
it to camp. ▼

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Robin Williams 

Shines in So-So New Comedy 

'Doubtfire': 
Smokeless 
Wonder

R obin Williams’ latest 
film, Mrs. Doubtfire, 
is a fast-paced comic 
romp with a pagan 
heart. Though director Chris 
Columbus leaves his finger¬ 
prints all over the film in an 
attempt to conceal its racier 
aspects — divorce, homosexu¬ 
ality and transvestism — 
there’s no question the film 
will enjoy at least moderate 
success with the Tootsie-Cry¬ 
ing Game set. As for the rest 
of America, who may or may 
not show up to see this film, 
they’ll surely enjoy Williams 
and snooze at the rest. 


In Doubtfire, Williams 
plays a ne’er-do-well ventrilo¬ 
quist, Daniel, who hops from 
job to job, to the chagrin of 
his wife, played by a terribly 
haggard and . pinched Sally 
Field, and amusement of his 
three too-cute-for-words chil¬ 
dren, Natalie, Chris and Ly¬ 
dia. 

Daniel’s life gets turned 
upside down when wife Sally 
drags him to divorce court, 
where a judge takes her side 
and forces him to follow rigid 
visitation rules with the chil¬ 
dren. Circumventing the law, 
he dons the identity of an ir¬ 
repressibly lovable, corpulent 
Irish housekeeper in order to 
gain access to the kiddies and 
keep an eye on Sally, who’s 
suddenly interested in a new 
man, played by brittle late- 
night TV queen Pierce Bros- 
nan. 

Too Predictable 

The film unfolds pre¬ 
dictably after the set-up with 
everyone eventually learning 
that lovable Mrs. Doubtfire is 
really just Daddy acting up 
again. Predictable, too, is the 
film’s take on homosexuals. 
Daddy’s brother, Frank (Har¬ 
vey Fierstein) is some sort of 
make-up artist who, naturally, 
skulks about his well-appoint¬ 
ed penthouse and has that 
special relationship with 
“ma,” with whom he runs in¬ 
terference for ever-bemused 
Daniel. Frank lives with Jack, 
who is, of course, a hairdress¬ 
er. Sadly, Jack gets only one 
memorable line: “bitch.” If lo¬ 
cal comic Scott Capurro 
weren’t so delightfully perfect 
in the part, it wouldn’t be 
worth mentioning. 

What isn’t predictable 
about Doubtfire is Robin 
Williams, who breaks new 
ground in his drag role. 
Williams is a chameleon-ge¬ 
nius, switching identities and 
moods with quicksilver dex¬ 
terity. His acting is nc. al- 
culated for effect — he’s sim¬ 
ply having a good time — and 
the results carry a natural and 
infectious delight. While it 
seems obvious that Dustin 
Hoffman’s Tootsie was a

model — or at least heavy in¬ 
spiration — for Williams’ 
Doubtfire, the former still 
takes the prize for subtlety of 
characterization. Still, 
Williams hardly settles for 
mere caricature: his portrayal 
is frightfully convincing, giv¬ 
ing one the impression that 
he’s literally channeling 
someone’s dead auntie. 


If Scott 
Capurro 
weren't so 
delightfully 
perfect in the 
part, it 
wouldn't be 
worth 
mentioning. 


Unfortunately, director 
Columbus trashes the film by 
downplaying its radical poten¬ 
tial: Williams’ drag is subordi¬ 
nate to a pedantically sunny 
Norman Rockwell view of 
modern love and his homo¬ 
sexual associates are given 
such minor roles they end up 
being just so much window- 
dressing. It’s too bad Colum¬ 
bus, and his friends at Twen¬ 
tieth Century Fox, didn’t 
make better use of Capurro 
and Fierstein, for together 
these two could easily have 
lifted this film out of the dull 
straits into which Columbus 
lets it wander. ▼

Direction Goes Astray in S.F. Opera's'I Puritani ' 

Good, Bad and Really Ugly 
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by Paul Thomason 

I t was a night for The 
Good, The Bad and The 
Ugly at the San Francis¬ 
co Opera last Tuesday 
when Bellini’s I Puritani 
was heard for the first time in 
San Francisco since Beverly 
Sills sang it here in 1977. 

The Good was tenor Gre¬ 
gory Kunde as Arturo, only 
“good” is a vast understate¬ 
ment for the performance this 
astonishing artist gave. The 
Bad (also a vast understate¬ 
ment) was the production, 
which totally rewrites Belli¬ 
ni’s opera, even changing the 
end of the story by killing off 
Arturo in direct contravention 
to the opera’s words and mu¬ 
sic. And The Ugly was the 
mood in which lovers of bel 
canto opera found themselves 
after witnessing such dis¬ 
graceful, contemptible and 
unnecessary carryings on. 

The astounding perfor¬ 
mance of Illinois-born Kunde 
was not only that he sang a 
beautiful, ringing F (above 
high C) in the third act “Cre- 
deasi, misera,” and that he in¬ 
tegrated that note into the 
aria so well. Rather it was his 
performance as a whole that 
was so pleasurable. 

When Kunde sang his first 
aria, “A te, o cara,” time stood 
still and no one needed subti¬ 
tles to know this was a man 
ardently, blissfully in love. Of 
course, it didn’t hurt that he 
looked like Kenneth Branagh 
and knew how to move on 
stage. But far more important 
is that he knew how to con¬ 
vey emotion through his 
voice. He also took time to 
polish phrases so that they 
meant something, even care¬ 
fully phrasing his embellish¬ 
ments. In his judicious use of 
rubato and the total, natural 
authority of his relaxed

singing, he actually forced 
“conductor” Maurizio Arena 
to follow him. (It was the only 
positive contribution from the 
pit all evening.) 

Off Night 

As Elvira, soprano June 
Anderson was far from her 
best. In her duets with Kunde 
she considerately scaled down 
her much larger voice to 
blend well. But, surprisingly, 
her voice had a constant 
metallic edge, and all’ night 
she sounded as if she were 
just about to go off pitch. 
(Was she ill, perhaps?) Her 
coloratura was labored, but 
then it was a wonder she 
could sing at all, given the 
hectic racing around the stage 
she had to do. 

In his U.S. operatic debut, 
bass Alastair Miles (Giorgio) 
displayed a technically secure, 
dark voice that was a plea¬ 
sure to hear. However, he did 
not seem to understand how 
to make Bellini’s phrases 
come alive, so musically his 
performance had little to of¬ 
fer. And baritone Roberto 
Frontali in his local debut 
was miscast as Riccardo. The 
more overtly dramatic music 
of Puccini and the verismo 
school would probably suit 
him better than bel canto’s 
long, often embellished phras¬ 
es. 

Bellini’s three-act opera is 
about the love between Elvi¬ 
ra and Arturo, her insanity 
when she thinks Arturo has 
jilted her and her recovery 
when he returns and explains 
the “other woman” was the 
queen, widow of Charles I, 
whom he whisked to safety 
disguised as his bride. 

In Andrei Serban’s produc¬ 
tion (directed here by 
Jonathan Eaton in his SF 
Opera debut) the emphasis 


has been changed to highlight 
the horrors of the English 
Civil War, which is wrong. 
The opera is set during that 
time, but it is not “about” the 
war in the sense that Gone 
With the Wind is about the 
U.S. Civil War or Doctor 
Zhivago is about the Russian 
Revolution. 

Silly Direction 

Puritani is not a psycho- 
sexual drama centered on 
Elvira as a thwarted nympho¬ 
maniac, and it was sad to see 
an artist of Anderson’s caliber 
degrade herself on stage be¬ 
cause of an inept director. 
And there is much that is sim¬ 
ply inept in this production. 
For instance, at the end of the 
first act, Elvira tears off her 
wedding dress before a stage 
full of Puritans, yet no one re¬ 
acts in any way and her un¬ 
cle, far from rushing to cover 
her shift-clad body, merely 
picks up the dress and walks 
off. Time after time, the pro¬ 
duction’s “most dramatic” mo¬ 
ments merely provoked 
laughter. 

But when the director cal¬ 
lously changed the opera’s 
ending and had Riccardo stab 
Arturo in the back so it 
would fit his concept, things 
moved from inept to morally 
reprehensible. If Serban dis¬ 
liked the story of I Puritani 
so much he should have left it 
alone instead of trying to 
rewrite it. 

And since the production

is over 10 years old, the ad¬ 
ministration of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera had plenty of 
time to become familiar with 
its insulting travesties. In 
these days when the opera is 
losing good people in a des¬ 
perate attempt to save money, 
the opera would do itself, and 
all opera lovers, a huge favor 
by firing whomever is respon¬ 
sible for acquiring this pro¬ 
duction. 

Is there no one in the ad¬ 
ministration who has the au¬ 
thority to tell a director, 
“Stop. This is wrong and we 


will not do it”? If there are 
people with this authority, 
where were they during Puri- 
tani’s rehearsals? If such peo¬ 
ple do not, in fact, exist, then 
many heads need to roll so 
that the San Francisco Opera 
will never again be responsi¬ 
ble for killing the very art 
form it is intended to serve. 
▼

My Life With

Satanic 

Disco

H ow does a band go 
from making gothic 
industrial music to 
creating trashy, dis- 
cofied dance grooves? If 
you’re My Life With The 
Thrill Kill Kult, you just do 
whatever feels right. “We’ve 
always been making satanic 
disco records” says Groovie 
Mann, lead singer for the 
Chicago-based group. “It’s like 
dark dance music.” He’s try¬ 
ing to explain that the band’s 
sound hasn’t really changed 
that much. But then, as if re¬ 
alizing it for the very first 
time, he notes, “Things have 
gotten funkier though.” 

By “funkier,” Groovie is 
referring to the band’s sudden 
musical turn in 1991 with 
their breakthrough record, 
Sexplosion! After two al¬ 
bums and numerous singles, 
The Thrill Kill Kult moved 
away from their trademark 
dark sound. They kept the 
same relentless dance beats, 
but traded their horror movie 
samples for something more 
fun — like ’70s-influenced dis¬ 
co grooves with a heavy em¬ 
phasis on sex. 

Sex and Drugs 

“We kind of just create ac¬ 
cording to how we’re feeling 
at the time,” says Groovie. “I 
still know that we didn’t turn 
into a disco band. We experi¬ 
ment. It’s too easy to just cre¬ 
ate the same thing over and 
over again. We kind of have 
to live out these attractions to 
certain things.” 

Apparently, the Thrill Kill 
Kult are still attracted to sex. 
Their recently released fourth 
album, 13 Above The Night, 
continues its exploration of 
that venerable topic, along 
with a healthy dose of drug 
references thrown in. It’s 
more techno than their previ¬ 
ous work, especially their first 
single, the rave-like “Final 
Blindness.” But some of that 
dark element is back too,

making for a diverse collec¬ 
tion of tunes. “We were say¬ 
ing this was our drug album,” 
Groovie told me. “Each song 
is a little trip. I think there’s 
definitely different types of 
moods there.” 

Not bad for a band that 
was never even supposed to

be a band. When Groovie met 
musician Buzz McCoy in 
1987, their vision was com¬ 
pletely different. Inspired by 
trashy supermarket tabloid 
headlines and schlock horror 
movies, the pair decided to 
make a film called — you 
guessed it — My Life With 
The Thrill Kill Kult. As fate 
and lack of funds would have 
it, the movie never happened. 
Instead, Groovie and Buzz 
created a soundtrack for their 
film-to-be. The rest, as they 
say, is history. 

Now, five years later, My 
Life With The Thrill Kill 
Kult has turned into a full- 
fledged band with an ever- 
changing cast of characters. 
At the center remain Groovie 
and Buzz, who write all the 
music, and singer Jacky 
Blacque, who adds soulful dis¬ 
co diva vocals to the mix. 
Surrounding the trio are var¬ 
ious friends with strange 
names like Trash Kavity, 
Sekret DeZyre, and Kitty 
Killdare. This evolution has 
certainly surprised Groovie. “I 


mean it’s so solid,” he says. 
“This was never supposed to 
be real and now it’s too real. 
But when everything flows 
right, you just go with the 
fiow.” 

Flaming Chunks 

With bizarre onstage help, 
their live show is not to be 
missed. There’s a certain per¬ 
formance art element that 
goes on, falling somewhere 
between the campy and the 
surreal. For example, the 
Sexplosion! tour featured 
“Christian zombie vampires” 
throwing flaming pieces of 
chocolate cake into the audi¬ 
ence while one of the girls 
“orally worshipped” a cruci¬ 
fied Jesus. Although Groovie 
told me the current tour is a 
bit scaled down from that, it 
should still be queer as all get 
out. 

“It’s in our blood!” ex¬ 
claims Groovie. “I mean, I’m 
gay. I always pack my leather 
and my jewelry and it’s just 
so funny.” When I tell him 
that Thrill Kill Kult seems to 
be omnisexual, he concurs. 
“Everyone’s got their own 
thing. It doesn’t matter. I’m so 
used to thinking that way. 
When people talk about any 
kind of discrimination, it’s 
like, ‘God, how embarrassing!’ 
It’s like, ‘Fuck you, it’s the 
’ 90s, wake up, get over it!”’ 

So what’s next for Thrill 
Kill Kult? Groovie assured 
me that the band would con¬ 
tinue to change. “We still 
have plans someday to come 
out with our dirge album, or 
our psychedelic album. But 
this is where we’re at now.” 
And it’s definitely not a bad 
place to be. ▼

Romanovskyand Phillips 

Pied Pipers

P aul Phillips, one half 
of the singing duo 
Romanovsky and 
Phillips, told an audi¬ 
ence at the Great American 
Music Hall last week, “We’ve 
always thought of ourselves 
as a gay USO troupe.” For 
people who are unfamiliar 
with these Santa Fe-based 
singers, Phillips’ self-descrip¬ 
tion is apt. 

R&P have entertained gay 
and lesbian audiences world¬ 
wide for more than a decade. 
Their catalogue of humorous, 
sometimes pointed songs 
speak directly to the gay and 
lesbian “experience.” Last 
week at the Music Hall, the 
duo tackled in their show 


such politically charged topics 
as AIDS, gay adoption and 
lesbian and gay teen suicide. 
With Ron Romanovsky play¬ 
ing both acoustic guitar and 
piano, and Phillips frequently 
toying with a computer-gener¬ 
ated synthesizer, their music 
sounded like a tapestry of 
disparate styles that included 
everything from polkas to ca¬ 
lypso beats. 

The show started off with 
a mildly amusing romp called 
“Some Of My Best Friends 
Are Straight.” Most of the 
night’s repertoire was filled 
with similar wit. In another 
song, R&P toured a fall coun¬ 
tryside. As they observed the 
“color combinations no 
straight man could conceive,” 
(Continued on page 36) 
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From Coy to Specific 

Frameline’s Jenni Olson 
collects gay-themed film trail¬ 
ers, which she presents under 
the title Homo Promo. Her 
latest compilation covers the 
period (1956-1976) that stretch¬ 
es from the waning days of 
the Hollywood Code, which 
prohibited explicitly gay con¬ 
tent, to the more “mature” 
fare that followed the code’s 
late-1960s demise. Olson be¬ 
gins with Tea and Sympa¬ 
thy, the toned-down but still 
powerful adaptation of the 
play about a sensitive young 
man scorned by his college 
mates as “Sister Boy.” Such 
favorites as The Children’s 
Hour, The Killing of Sister 
George and Midnight Cow¬ 
boy follow. Coy in the early 
years, the promos are quite 
specific by 1976’s The Ritz, 
which makes no bones (par¬ 
don that pun) about its locale, 
a gay bathhouse. Collectively, 
the trailers highlight main¬ 
stream cinema’s gawky, sen¬ 
sational stance toward homo¬ 
sexuality, though not without 
dozens of laughs. 

At the Castro Theatre (621- 
6120), Dec. 3, 8 p.m. 


Passion, Ham 

Jamon, Jamon, is silly fun 
from Spain. The plot of this 
“tale of passion and ham”: 
Whore’s daughter loves wom¬ 
an underwear factory owner’s 
ineffectual son, so factory 
owner hires a ham-delivering 
stud to seduce the girl (his 
basket of death also lands 
him a gig modeling “Samson” 
briefs). The rollicking story 
moves in fits and starts, but 
this “boys-’eye” view of sexu¬ 
ality is relentlessly earthy 
and, though not as stylish or 
subversive, has the verve of 
early Almodovar. Food plays 
as key and surreal a role in 
the unfolding passions as it 
did in Like Water for Choco¬ 
late — it’s sustenance, an 
aphrodisiac, and even a 
weapon. 

At the Lumiere (885-3200) 


Restaurant as Star 

Tony Chan’s low-key 
Combination Platter is the 
story of a Hong Kong immi¬ 
grant who works (illegally) in 
a Brooklyn Chinese restau¬ 
rant. The narrative such as it 
is concerns Robert’s attempt 
to secure a green card, but 
the real story is the restau¬ 
rant, through which Chan ob¬ 
serves the interactions of Chi¬ 
nese, Chinese Americans and 
members of other cultural 
groups (mainly white Ameri¬ 
cans) who patronize the place. 
The aesthetic is hardly dis¬ 
tinctive and some of the char¬ 
acters are “types,” but the of¬ 
ten funny film is wise about 
the intricacies of interperson¬ 
al communication across and 
within cultures. Robert is 
played to dour perfection by 
real-life stockbroker Jeff Lau, 
who makes the character’s le¬ 
gal and emotional predica¬ 
ments palpable and involving.

'No Alternative' 
Lives Up to Its Title 

Misfire

It’s easy to feel jaded about 
benefit albums lately. In the 
past year alone we’ve seen 
the release of records benefit¬ 
ing pro-choice organizations, 
animal rights, the environ¬ 
ment and Victoria Williams, 
an uninsured folk singer with 
multiple sclerosis. Contribut¬ 
ing a track to a benefit album 
(the song sometimes being 
just a reject from an artist’s 
last record) seems like a token 
gesture, akin to wearing a se- 
quined red ribbon at an 
awards show. 

One benefit album that 
didn’t inspire cynicism was 
Red Hot + Blue, the first ef¬ 
fort from the Red Hot Orga¬ 
nization and AIDS Music Pro¬ 
ject. This album successfully 
achieved its dual goals: to pay 
tribute to composer Cole 
Porter and to raise cash for a 
variety of AIDS organiza¬ 
tions. A diverse group of con¬ 
temporary performers cov¬ 
ered Porter tunes on this 
record, which introduced 
many a young plebe like my¬ 
self to the glories of the gay 
songwriter. 

The Red Hot Organization 
followed that album with the 
weak Red Hot -f Dance, a 
record remembered mainly 
for George Michael’s “Too 
Sexy,” or more specifically, 
the “daring” spot-the-drag- 
queen video it spawned. Dud 
that it was, the album made 
money. Red Hot + Blue and

Red Hot + Dance sold more 
than two million copies and 
raised over seven million dol¬ 
lars to benefit AIDS care, ed¬ 
ucation and prevention. 

Now comes Red Hot’s lat¬ 
est disc, No Alternative, 
which features tracks from 
Soundgarden, Urge Overkill, 
Smashing Pumpkins and oth¬ 
er purveyors of rock’s most 
marketable genre of the 
moment. No Alternative co¬ 
producer Chris Mundy begins 
the album’s liner notes by as¬ 
serting, “This is not an alter¬ 
native rock collection. Alter¬ 
native’ rock does not exist. It 
is a myth on a par with Elvis 
sightings, quality airline food 
and stress-free relationships.” 
He’s right, but those state¬ 
ments seem a little disingenu¬ 
ous coming from someone 
who chose to co-opt the music 
industry buzzword to sell this 
record.

ingthe folkie singer-songwrit¬ 
er tradition at that show, but 
on his contribution here, 
“Can’t Fight It,” he sounds 
like he’s aping James Taylor. 
This routine break-up ballad 
recalls the weakest stuff from 
his post-Husker Du, pre-Sug¬ 
ar solo albums. 

There are so few pleasures 
on this 19-track album that a 
lovely, modest little tune like 
“Joed Out” by Barbara Man¬ 
ning & The San Francisco 
Seals really stands out. You 
can count the album’s other 
worthwhile songs on one 
hand, actually on three fin¬ 
gers. American Music Club’s 
“All Your Jeans Were Too 
Tight,” a witty stream-of-con- 
sciousness commentary on a 
failed relationship, and Pave¬ 
ment’s “Unseen Power of the 
Picket Fence,” an R.E.M. trib¬ 
ute/roast, are full of the kind 
of humor and weirdness this 
album needed more of. 

Patti Smith’s “Memorial 
Song” — which she wrote for 
her friend, photographer 
Robert Mapplethorpe, shortly 
before he died of AIDS — 
doesn’t measure up to the 
cuts mentioned above. But at 
least Smith, unlike any other 
artist here, directly addresses 
the reason this album exists 
in the first place. In addition 
to raising cash, it would’ve 
been nice if No Alternative 
had tried harder to raise con¬ 
sciousness about AIDS as 
well. 

A few decent cuts aren’t 
worth the 15 or so bucks 
you’ll have to plunk down for 
No Alternative. Forget the 
disc and give the money to 
your favorite AIDS organiza¬ 
tion instead. ▼ 


Major Letdown 

Is it possible to slam a 
record as well-meaning as this 
one without feeling g-uilty? I’ll 
try. No Alternative is full of 
disappointments, many com¬ 
ing from “alternative” music’s 
biggest names. Soul Asylum’s 
ill-conceived cover of Marvin 
Gaye’s “Sexual Healing” is 
about as horrible as you’d ex¬ 
pect it to be. The Breeders 
toss in a rough live version of 
an old tune, “Iris,” which just 
serves to show how much 
Kim Deal has matured as a 
songwriter over the last few 
years. Even the usually reli¬ 
able Urge Overkill offer up a 
colorless ballad, “Take a 
Walk.” 

The major letdown comes 


from the as-out-as-he’s-ever- 
gonna-be venerable postpunk 
Bob Mould. At his recent- 
Great American Music Hall 


solo gig, Mould sat on a wob¬ 
bly chair and proceeded to 
bang out an amazing bunch 
of songs on his acoustic gui¬ 
tar. He succeeded in subvert-

they concluded that, “If there 
is a God, he’s a queen.’’ By 
far, the evening’s most popu¬ 
lar song was the anti-macho 
sing-a-long, “Don’t Use Your 
Penis as a Brain.” 

Though the show was 
mostly humorous in effect, 
certain subjects were treated 
with solemnity. For instance, 
the duo’s touching “Brave 
Boys” paid tribute to all those 
who have fought, and died, in 
the war against AIDS. 

Towards the end of the 
show, an audience member 
asked the singers, “Don’t you 
do romantic love songs any¬ 
more?” Actually, the few love 
songs they did perform were 
the evening’s least successful. 
Romanovsky played two bal¬ 
lads from his 1992 solo al¬ 
bum, Hopeless Romantic. 
But both lacked a discernible 
melody. And though his lyrics 
often approached the person¬ 
al, he always fell back on hu¬ 
mor. 

Some songs even bordered 
on the banal. “Give me a ho¬ 


mosexual who loves in a 
homo-emotional way,” read 
one impossible lyric. The 
show’s gay adoption finale 
was equally insipid: “It’s not 
the pot that grows the flow- 
er/it’s not the clock that slows 
the hour/the definition is 
plain for anyone to see/love is 
all it takes to make a family.” 
To write a good verse, how¬ 
ever, you need more prosody 
than love. 

In terms of style, it is diffi¬ 
cult to categorize the pair. 
The politics of gay and les¬ 
bian culture wholly inform 
their lyrics, but R&P are not 
folk singers in the traditional, 
“everyman” sense. Nor do 
they adhere to the hard-edged 
protest songs of the ’60s. 

Although they are referred 
to as the “gay Smothers 
Brothers,” R&P’s act is less 
scripted than the Smothers’ 
sketches were. Their playful 
lyrics liken them more to Al¬ 
lan Sherman, whose infamous 
tune “Camp Granada” —■ “Hel¬ 
lo mudda/ hello fadda/here 
we are at Camp Granada” — 
embodies the short-lived 
brand of musical satire to 
which R&P seem indebted.

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main character’s torment 
between his faltering mas¬ 
culinity and the overwhelm¬ 
ing female personality he 
creates. 

That’s what I went 
through. My whole life has 
been one big ambivalence 
about everything. Surely not 
everyone’s life is as complex 
as mine. Everyday, the issues 
come up: Am I a boy? Am I a 
girl? Am I just an entertainer? 
Am I a more serious writer? 
Where am I? Do I remain 
true to myself and just write 
for a gay audience, or do I try 
for a wider appeal? But then 
can I do that without being a 
bad writer and betraying my 
own sensibility? There’s just 
no answer to who you are 
and how you fit in. You think 
you’ve got it, but you don’t. 
Our lives are a constant 
search for self-definition. 

My creative life has always 
been the most important 
thing to me. It’s a miracle I’ve 
had a lover for five years I’m 
so preoccupied. It really 
shows what a great person he 
is. My career has always 
been everything to me. Initial 
feedback from agents was: 
you’re too gay, too light, too 
thin. I had to go a different 
route and do it my own way. 
I had blind faith it would 
work out, and knock on 
wood, it will continue to. I 
could earn more money, I 
could be more famous, but I 
earn a living doing what I 
want to do. Not many people 
can say that. I do fun things. 
▼

promoted and performed 
himself. With theaters closing 
all around him, he was 
forced to return to his home¬ 
town, New York, and to his 
illustrious career as a temp. 
But a great actress can only 
answer so many phones. 
Hence, Busch and a small 
group of friends formed their 
Theatre In Limbo acting 
troupe and started perform¬ 
ing movie parodies he wrote 
while working temp jobs. A 
huge cult following, a raft of 
good reviews and numerous 
shows later, Busch is branch¬ 
ing into new areas. This year 
not only sees the publication 
of his semi-autobiographical 
novel, but also his debut in 
two movies: Addams Family 
Values (he wears a dress 
and plays a cousin) and Cop 
Gives Waitress $2,000,000 Tip 
(he wears pants and plays a 
PWA). Talking with Busch in 
his hotel room at the Grand 
Hyatt during a brief SF stop 
on his book tour, he ex¬ 
plained his quest for legitima- 
cy.

Chad Jones: In your novel, 
the main character’s Aunt 
Jen pushes her nephew to 
have something he can fall 
back on when show busi¬ 
ness drops him. Is this from 
real life? 

Charles Busch: My aunt is 
a remarkable, complicated 
woman. She’s a cross be¬ 
tween Auntie Marne and 
Medea. She’s saved my life 
numerous times, but she’s full 
of shit, too. She’s always say¬ 
ing I should have something

to fall back on, but she’s real¬ 
ly starstruck. She’s never 
been more excited about any¬ 
thing in my life than she is 
about this book. She has liter¬ 
ary pretensions, and doing 
drag comedy isn’t legit. Writ¬ 
ing a book is. 

In your mind, is the book a 
stab at legitimacy? 

I’m a victim of the same 
kind of thinking as my aunt. 
Novel-writing is a very 
grown-up thing to do. Theater 
is just so hard and getting 
harder. I have a new play I’m 
trying to get produced, and 
I’m having a terrible time. I 
was rather arrogant, thinking 
I was so established in New 
York theater I didn’t even 
need an agent. It’s discourag¬ 
ing. At my most self-pitying, I 
start thinking, well, gee, if my 
book does well, then I could 
write another. Maybe this is 
another outlet, but really, I’m 
too stage-struck. I want to be 
out there. I could never give 
it up. 


In the book, Julian, your al¬ 
ter-ego, says he would be 
afraid to play a “trousers” 
role. In your new play do 
you wear pants or a dress? 

It is scary to act in pants, 
and I’ve shied away from it 
all these years. I never 
thought I was very good at it. 


My new play has a male part 
for me because writing this 
book has helped me become 
more at ease with my mas¬ 
culinity. My plays have al¬ 
ways been about fantasy: 
Wouldn’t it be fun to be Bar¬ 
bara Stanwyck in a Frank 
Capra film? Wouldn’t it be 
fun to be Norma Shearer in a 
Nazi war movie? These are 
daydream fantasies I’ve been 
fortunate enough to make 
into reality. I learned that if 
there isn’t joy in it, whatever 
you’re doing won’t be very 
good. I didn’t want a male 
role just because my aunt 
might be happier or my agent 
would be happier. I knew it 
would fail. 

One of the most compelling 
elements of the novel is the

think he’s simply more honest 
than most political people are, 
because he admits that there’s 
an erotic component to polit¬ 
ical enthusiasm, he admits 
that there’s always a personal 
story that lies under these en¬ 
gagements. How you first 
came to hear about the Pales¬ 
tinians or the Panthers, what 
early experiences you had 
with them, the way you felt 
delighted by that afternoon 
you spent in a Palestinian 
camp in 1970, and the feeling 
of exhilaration, that headiness 
of the worm that had turned 
— I mean, these people who 
had been oppressed for so 
long, finally decided to stand 
up for themselves. All of this: 
Genet is very true to that. 
He’s very honest about ad¬ 
mitting these rather subjec¬ 
tive and personal and erotic 
and aesthetic elements in a 
political engagement, which is 
rare. Most people feel that 
compromises their politics, 
makes them somehow less 
objective or universal. But the 
truth is everyone comes to 
their political engagement 
through these very minor 
and devious ways. 

In your introduction to the 
English edition of Prisoner 
of Love you wrote that ev¬ 
ery page is charged with an 
erotic energy, even though 
the eroticism is not explicit. 

If you look at an Israeli sol¬ 
dier and a Palestinian soldier, 
they’re virtually indistin¬ 
guishable, and if Genet fell in 
love with the Palestinians, it’s 
partly because he was already 
convinced by their politics. It 
was unthinkable for him to 
be committed to the Palestini¬ 
ans if he didn’t feel some 
kind of erotic charge, but I 
don’t think that the erotic is 
what came first, necessarily. 

What would he make of the 
PLO treaty with Israel, 
their groping towards state¬ 
hood? 

What he said was that 
“the day that you find a land, 

I will abandon you.” But I 
think that in a way is a typi¬ 
cal Genetian paradox. I have 
the feeling he would have ac-

tually been very enthusiastic 
about it, partly because he 
was a wholehearted supporter 
of both Arafat and Leila 
Shahid, who’s now the Pales¬ 
tinian ambassador to Paris. 

You write of a sea-change in 
Genet’s orientation in the ear¬ 
ly ‘50s: “Before, his lovers 
were crooks and whores; af¬ 
terward, they would be 
artists.” This seems to me the 
kind of judgment Genet was 
resolutely against. After all, 
one of his great epiphanies 
was that one man was exact¬ 
ly worth another. 

Yes, I see what you mean. 
But I think he was so shat¬ 
tered by his long period of si¬ 
lence, the first one from ‘47 to 
‘55. When you write five nov-

els in five years and feel that 
you’ve transformed French 
literature, you have a god-like 
feeling that all your lovers 
have to do is be cute. You 
have enough genius for both 
of you, or everything is mate¬ 
rial in your hands, or you’re 
such a great alchemist that 
you can change even the 
dross of these dumb boys into 
gold. But when that collapses, 
then there’s this other feeling 
that you could easily fall back 
into that depression, and you 
need to be with others who 
are risk-takers, who are cre¬ 
ative, sensitive. 

How does it feel to be back 
in the States after living in 
Paris? 

Every time I come back I 
feel it’s strange. I spend a lot 
of time in hotels on these 
tours, and I watch a lot of 
TV. It seems that Americans 
more than ever are confiding 
everything, have a certain in¬ 
stantaneous intensity about 
them, which seems totally for¬ 
mulaic and designed to con¬ 
tain and dispose of feelings 
rather than actually expose 
them. I love “Beavis and 
Butthead,” that’s been a great 
discovery for me. I’m sure 
Genet would have loved it, 
too. It has an idiotic, anarchic 
side to it that I find very 
healthy, in this terribly op¬ 
pressive system that we have. 

You spent seven years on 
this project, putting aside 
your autobiographical trilo¬ 
gy, after great success with 
A Boy’s Own Story and 
The Beautiful Room Is 
Empty. Did you ever regret 
giving yourself over so com¬ 
pletely to Genet? 

It was sort of a wager, be¬ 
cause I kept thinking “I hope 
I live long enough to finish 
my own work, to^. 1 seem to 
be doing that. Sometimes I 
would bitterly resent the 
Genet and think it was taking 
much too long. But now I’m 
very glad that I did it, because 
to me it’s an important part of 
my own oeuvre. I think it’s 
one of my better books. I re¬ 
member the pleasure I felt 
when I read Richard Ellman’s 
Oscar Wilde, because I think 
it’s important during these 
troubled years to be reminded 
that gay culture doesn’t have 
to be about AIDS, that there 
are these heroic figures, and 
that someday this disease will 
be cured and we’ll go back to 
that. I’m not saying that AIDS 
isn’t our primary battle now, 
but it’s still useful to be re¬ 
minded that there is this com¬ 
plex gay culture that is non¬ 
medical. 

The last novel in my trilo¬ 
gy will be called The 
Farewell Symphony, after 
that Haydn symphony in 
which each musician gets up 
and leaves the stage, and 
there’s only one playing at the 
end, which is the way I feel 
sometimes, having survived 
my whole generation. ▼

I f we were at all smart 
about these things in the 
United States, Cherrie 
Moraga would be de¬ 
clared a living national trea¬ 
sure, so that she could spend 
all her time thinking and 
writing about what she 
thinks. Her latest effort, The 
Last Generation, is a stun¬ 
ning collection of prose and 
poetry in which she muses 
upon identity and politics and 
identity politics. She details 
the ways her identity is rede¬ 


fined by others: “With a Black 
lover ... I was seen as a white 
girl. When we moved to 
Brooklyn, we were both Ri¬ 
cans. In Harlem, I became 
Spanish.” The identities shift 
and change, pointing out one 
of the many dangers of iden¬ 
tity politics. 

Moraga’s writing is power¬ 
ful, thoughtful, and thought- 
provoking. “Revolution,” she 
says, “is not only won by 
numbers, but by visionaries, 
and if artists aren’t visionar¬ 
ies, then we have no business 
doing what we do.” Moraga 
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writes passionately of the 
need for revolution, for the 
creation of a politic that af¬ 
firms life rather than death. 
Cherrie Moraga is a lesbian, 
feminist, Chicana, poet, artist; 
she is all and each and more 
of these personae. The Last 
Generation is extraordinary, 
rich and rewarding, humor¬ 
ous, and heartfelt. ▼
